That is, unless they are 

sure that they have cases that will 

stand the acid test and survive a pro- 

digious lot of poking around for hid- 
den defects. 

It is getting so that lawyers who 
have divorce suits of questionable qual- 
ity hesitate a good while before expos- 
ing them to a testing by Judge Taylor. 
Any one of them would rather have a 
contested case with another lawyer on 
the other side than a default case with 
Judge Taylor on the other side. The 
Judge.takes the other side if he has 
any reason to suspect that everything 
is not all right. 

The Judge has become a terror to di- 
vorce seekers and the lawyers of di- 
vorce seekers. Default day in his Court 
is a sanguinary occasion. Plaintiffs 
and their witnesses are put through a 
grueling cross-examination and are com- 
pelled to divulge things that they much 
rather would keep to themSelves. 

Must Earn Their Divorce. 
he man or woman who gets a di- 
vorce by default in that room earns it. 

It isn’t that the Judge is opposed par- 
ticularly to people getting divorces. He 
is willing to give them decrees if they 
are entitled to them. But he wants to 
be sure that they are entitled to them. 
And especially he wants to be sure that 
they are not trying to trifle with the 
Court by. concealing more than they 
reveal. 

The Judge-has- learned in nearly five 
years on the bench that in most default 
cases the plaintiff and the witnesses are 
not disposed to tell the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth, for the 
very good reason that the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth generally 
would tend to show that the plaintiff 
was about as much to blame as the de- 
fendant. 

So when a pretty defendant, togged 
out for the occasion, trips to the wit- 
ness stand and tells how mean her hus- 
band was, under the conventional ques- 
tioning of her lawyer, Judge Taylor 
takes her in hand and undertakes to 
find out the real cause of the trouble. 
He generally finds out. 

Sometimes there is something to guide 
him. Some other times he just strikes 
out at random. He may not have any 
information to guide him,\but he has 
the help of a very keen insight into the 
nature and motives of human beings, 
male and female. He jabs this way and 
that, seemingly without any particular 
system, but pretty soon he touches a 
funnybone somewhere and the plaintiff 
winces. After that there is no use of 
trying to hold anything back. 

Gets Annonymous Letters. 

Not infrequently he has the help of 
some dear friend of the plaintiff who 
has taken the trouble to write the 
Judge a little letter, letting him in on 
the ground floor, so to speak, on the 
plaintiff's past. Dear friends of divorce 
seekers seem to take delight in doing 
things like that. All the judges receive 
information that way. Some of them, 
disposed to wade through the divorce 
much as speedily as possible, pay no 
attention to anonymous’ information 
Judge Taylor does not accord undue 
credence to that sort of information, but 
he makes good use of it in getting ad- 
missions from plaintiffs. 

On the last default day in Judge 
Taylor's Court there were more than the 
usual indications of attempts to mis- 
lead the Judge in granting divorces 
that were not deserved, and the Judge 
had on his fighting clothes all day. 

“These divorce cases seem to have 
an undercurrent which must come out,” 
he said, and all day he was making 
upper currents out of under currents. 

His mood was none too amiable and 
riore than once the lash of his sarcasm 
fell upon the shoulders of the lawyers. 
Several of them announced that they 
were not ready because of the absence 
of witnesses. Continuances were grant- 
ed, but the Judge announced: ‘I want 
ts. gay that there will be no more con- 
4inuances granted on account of the fail- 
ure of lawyers to have their witnesses 
present. You are.all learned gentle- 
men and you know what is necessary 
and you must have your witnesses here. 
Tt am not going to have lawyers going 
out and patching up Cases.’

One after another the Plaintiffs came 
tremblingly to the stand and one after 
another they were compelied to tell a 
great deal more than had been alleged in 
cLeir petitions. 

“T fight these default divorce cases,”’ 
Judge Taylor said, “‘because in a .great 
many of them the court’is not fairly 
Ccealt with. Attempts are‘made to get 
decrees by fraud and concealment. The 
courts are almost helpless.in,cases of 
this kind. Our divorce laws, in this 
State are liberal. 1 ami. willing» to grant 
divorces, under the provisions of. these 
laws, but I want people who'come ask- 
ing for divorce to deal-openly and fair- 
ly with the court. I don’t want them to 
try to trick the court. If a divorce is 
granted on grounds that are not meri- 
torious or to a person who is not en- 
titled to it, there is an impairment of the 





respect which the institution should en- 
joy. 

“The Circuit judges should be empow- 
ered by a legislative act to appoint a 
lawyer to act as friend of the court in 
these default cases, in order that the 
court might be placed .in possession of 
all the facts and not imposed upon. |] 
intend after the expiration of my term 
to recommend to the Legislature the 
enactment of such laws. I intend to de- 
vote two or three months to the prepa- 
ration and submission of this and vari- 
ous other recommendations suggested 
by my experience on the bench. I think 
it is a public duty to do this. 

“The divorce question is of such im- 
portance to the State that there should 
be no hesitation over the cost of in- 
quiring into these divorce cases. If the 
State does not care to assume the ex- 
pense it could be assessed against the 
Givarce seekers as costs.”

A MAN FOR PRESIDENT. 
The Post-Dispatch acknowledges the receipt of 
a communication containing the following com- 
mendation and challenge: 


As I am an admirer of the Post-Dispatch and like 
its independence and the directness with which it goes 
to the heart of things, I thought I would ask a ques- 
tion. Newspapers are apt to be negative. They say 
what ought not to be.. Now I want the Post-Dispatch 
to say what kind of President we should have next 


time. Will it do so? Take the affirmative—if you 


dare 
Most newspapers, like most men, are better 


equipped to find fault than to suggest improve- 
ment, but that does not excuse habftual criticism 
except as many great truths may be inculcated 
by negation. Some Presidents, for example, may 
be of service in showing the people the sort of 
men who should not be elected to that . office. 
There have been such. 

Speaking affirmatively, we would say that the 
President of the United States should be a man 
of honor, ability and dignity; he should have as 
little as possible of the emotional and sensational 
in his makeup; he should be painstakingly fair 
and just, slow to speak and slow to act, except 
in emergencies admitting of no question as to his 
duty; he should have exalted respect for the 
rights of his fellow countrymen and he should 
above all else have a high regard for the privi- 
leges and respcMmsibilities of the other great de- 
partments of government—the legislative and the 
judicial. 

The President should be a man of refinement 
and of courtesy: he should be studious and pro- 
found, rather than showy and noisy; he should be 
one who understands the value and power of si- 
lence on occasion; he should be absolutely aboye 
he should 
loathe favoritism as deeply as he would dishon- 


personal rancor and _ controversy; 


esty; he should understand that as President his 


chief obligation is to administer’ the laws and 


in the proper place suggest new ones; he should 
not utter every half-baked idea that enters his 
head, and under no circumstances should he at- 
tempt to regulate by vociferous declamation the 
lives, habits and tastes of his ‘fellow citizens, _ 

The President should be above all prejudice 
and meanness; above all vain glory and hypoc- 
risy; above all base associations and degrading 
familiarities; above spitefulness and above every 
form of amusement or diversion tending to de- 
tract from the dignity of his office or to incul- 
cate in the young ideas of imitation which may 
be evil. 

In a word, the President should be a man who 
understands the value of attending to one’s own 
business and he should be of a temperament that 
will find content and reward in a consciousness 
of duty done, in a knowledge of his own correct 
purposes and in a faith in the ultimate good sense 
and justice of ithe Deople. 7 

It is not necessary and it is not desirable that 
the President of. the United States should be on 
the first page’ of the newspapers every day dur- 
ing his term of office. It might easily happen

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THE NIMBLE SIXPENCE UP TO DATE. 

The man who hoards money does more to in- 
tensify hard times than he is likely to imagine. 

Every dollar in circulation may perform the 
service of ten or twenty dollars in a single day, 
if it chances to fall into the hands.of persons who 
need it and use it for purchases or for the pay- 
ment of debts. The old-time motto adopted by 
some dealers, ‘the nimble sixpence is better than 
the slow shilling.” is exemplified as a truism in 
*he greatest financial affairs of the vorld. 

The countries in which capital is most actively 
employed are the ones which stand at the fore- 
front in commerce and wealth.’ Money in banks 
is at work most of the time. Money hoarded is 
calculated to bring about financial and commer- 
cial stagnation like that which is witnessed in 
some Oriental lands. 

Of the business operations of the United States, 
involving thousands of millions weekly, not more 
than i0 per cent is settled for in money. In 
some places the percentage is even less. Credit, 
therefore, is the basis of at least nine-tenths of 
all financial transactions and except in rare in- 
stances, outside of the payment of balances, 
money is used only in the smaller affairs of 
life. 

While money thus plays a small part compara- 
tively in business, it is of the first importance 
that it shall be good money in order that values 
may be easily measured and credit have a certain 
foundation. Inferior money drives good money 
into hiding and so cheap makeshifts do not al- 
ways relieve stringency. 

As credit is based upon confidence, agitators 
and others who assail confidence are actually at- 
tacking credit. This can be done as easily by 
questioning the ability of a man to pay as by 
proposing to give him nothing but degraded 
money with which to pay. If all good money 
were to disappear instantly and if’ credit were 
to be destroyed, production and exchange on a 
large scale would come to an end. Barter would 
be possible only in limited areas and in small 
things. 

In times when confidence is shaken and credit 
strained, money is hoarded by some people for 
the purpose of selling it at a premium, as any 
other commodity might be disposed of, but by 
far the larger number of people who lock up cur- 
rency do so with the sole idea of preserving it 
in safety. In this way when money is sorely 
needed in business circles it is withheld, and 
when it is at length taken out of its hiding piace 
it may not be in great demand. 

When nrens ‘$ scarce and credit is impajred, 
the tendency 
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No chances are taken. Thus payment is de- 
manded upon loans and new engagements are 
undertaken with reluctance. Men operating with 
limited means and new enterprises, therefore, 
suffer, and presently there is a scarcity of em- 
ployment. 

When money accumulates and confidence is 
maintained there is a temptation to use capital 
recklessly, and it is in such a situation that the 
groundwork for panics and depressions is laid. 
Over-promotion, over-production, over-specula- 
tion and over-extravagance are the ills that are 
then complained of. 

If we could be assured of a stable currency in 
sufficient volume to meet legitimate require- 
ments, it is conceivable that prudent banking 
everywhere might almost do away with panics 
and the fearful: depressions resulting therefrom. 

Hardly any other business is more hedged about 
with rules of known safety and profit than bank- 
ing. The true banker rarely comes to grief. 
It is only when greed and adventure take contro] 
that banking possesses,many elements of danger. 
The great financiers of the world have not been 
the men who engaged in all manner of desperate 
speculations with other people’s money, but the 
ones who have fortified credit and extended con- 
fidence and who have paid dollar for dollar. 

If the bankers of the United States had been 
able to give full faith and credit to each other 
during the recent pinch there would have been 
no hoarding of cash by them and comparatively 
little by others. 

There have been heavy importations of gold of 


late, much of it secured at a premium. Every dol- 


lar of this true money brought into the country to 
safeguard credit is worth many dollars of ficti- 
tious money, and if it shall be found, as it ts 
hoped that it will be, that the stress has passed, 
the people should know that it was the new 
gold and not the new shinplasters that saved the 
day. .

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ST. GAUDENS’ GOLD PIECES. 

Neither art nor morals is on speaking terms 
with the new $10 gold pieces—and this is the 
more remarkable in view of their present market 
premium. Critics artistic join critics ecclesiastic. 
St. Gaudens is quite generally condemned for 
outlandish designs of the eagle and the Indian 
girl. 

Assuming the entire responsibility of the artist, 
it is probable that if he had not died before the 
design was mintéd he would have plausibly de- 
fended the eagle. In reality the American eagle 
is not a handsome bird, but merely scrawny and 
ferocious looking, without a hint of high-headed 
independence. Held rigidly to realism, St. Gau- 
dens could never have modeled it proud and mil- 
itant. And as for the alleged ‘“‘pants” with which 
the artist adorns the haughty figure, surely they 
are not to be despised by contrast with the un- 
couth raggedness of the regal emblem’s nether 
limbs in real life. 

Criticism, though, mainly jibes at the ‘‘Amer- 
ind” on the obverse side of the coin. -It is object- 
ea that she is :no Pocahontas, but an Irish cham- 
bermaid, and ‘“‘What business has she with an 
Indian war bonnet?” inquires Prof. Dorsey of the 
Field Museum. Another critic points out that 
not even a genuine squaw has a right to a war 
bonnet, which is the exclusive property of bucks 
and braves. And to this view we may add the 
question, What is “Liberty” doing on the war 
bonnet of Poor Lo, even granting the propriety 
of the lady’s borrowing it in any case? 

Thus it is easy to indict the design for in- 
congruities, while to defend the case is difficult 
on any other theory than that art has a right in 
expressing an ideal to ignore actuality in great 
measure. But if critics agree to that essential] 
they are estopped from adjudging the design by 
its details. 

If the object had been to stamp photographical- 
ly an average Sioux or Piute or Choctaw squaw 
upon the coin, then St. Gaudens were wide of it. 
But if his purpose was to make a beautiful and 
suggestive emblem, what valid objection can 
be urged to the merits of the design? 

Obviously adapting his ideal from the conven- 
tional head on the old copper cent piece, he has 
made a-perfectly symmetrical head. It is suffi- 
cient to the symbol: if he has made the Indian 
distinct in feature. This he has done by sugges- 
tion without materially departing from the uni- 
versal classic standard of beauty, conforming as 
far as possible to artistic purity and perfection 
of feature and line. 

St. Gaudens’ offense may be summed up in the 
proposition that he has done a really beautiful 





Indian, and criticism~ may be pointed in the 


words of the Devil in the poem, “It’s pretty, but is 
it art?” ‘ 

Granting the Indian cast of feature has not 
been too far sacrificed to beauty, it must be af- 
firmed that fhe highest idealization is the high- 
est art for the purely symbolic design.

To be sure, it may be argued for them that they 
live while they live and die but once, while the 
coward dies a thousand deaths all his life long, yet 
this implies too harsh a censure ypon the vale- 
tudinarian who is, as he proves in a thousand 
ways, too great a philosopher to dwell continuous- 
ly with fear. His fear of death is merely a whole-

TAGGART’S HOTEL AND PARTY.

invention was the result of his great love for 
the classic art and classic history, to which he was 
introduced by Bentley. Wedgwood was intent on 
widening the field of ceramic art and longed to imi- 
tate the cameos of Greece and Rome. After years 
of patient and secret experimenting he produced in 
1775 the jasperware so inseparably connected with his 
name and through which much of his fortune was 
con This ware is of an extremely delicate tex- 


WY) “inventor achieved his great fame as the 


tur Its ingredients are sulphate of baryta, car- 
bonate of baryta, clay and fiint. In the earlier pieces 
the entire body was stained with tne metallic oxide 
used for coloring. This is known as ‘‘solid jasper.” 
In 1777, in order to secure uniformity and evenness 
in the coloring of the fields, the later forms received 
merely a wash of the metallic oxide, and are dis- 
tinguished by the term “jasper dip."”" Every stage of 
the process needs the most careful atfention. Much 
depended upon the grinding and mixing of the ma- 
terials, still more on tHe firing of the molded objects. 
The process was apparently simple, when it was mas- 
tered. The best modelers were employed to make 
the original wax models, many of which were made 
from life, others from -paintings, prints and medals. 
Clay molds were made from the wax model and fired. 
Into these the plastic clay was pressed. The reliefs 
obtained therefrom were placed in their colored bases, 
and while still soft were gone over by a modeler, who 
retouched them when necessary and did a certain 
amount of the “undercutting’’ which is so beautiful 
a feature of all of’ thé jasperware of Josiah Wedg- 
wood's period. The pieces were then fired. It was 
not until 1777 that Wedgwood perfected his processes 
and became absolutely sure of his results. Danger in 
firing was obliterated and great height in reliefs made 
possible.

SHERIFF ROOSEVELT.

HE. President believes that his position in the 
‘present widespread agitation against enormous 
corporations is analogous to that of the Sher- 

iff who, having caught a criminal red-handed, is 
bound to use all means to protect him from mob vio- 
lence and lynching. Carrying the comparison fur- 
ther, if a man is pointed out to a Sheriff by the mob 
as a criminal, it is no less and no more than his duty 
to seek to bring that man to justice and a fair trial, 
whether he be innocent or guilty. 

President Roosevelt clearly indicated his attitude 
with respect to the prevailing financial agitation di- 
rectly on his return to Washington on Oct. 24. Fol- 
lowing a hurried conference with Secretaries Root, 
Cortelyou and others whose judgment he respects, it 
was decided that everything within the power of the 
administration would be promptly done to maintain 
confidence in those banks and financial institutions 
that could show a clean bill of health. Consequently, 
Government funds, in the sum of many millions, were 
rushed to New York and deposited in national banks 
throughout the country to fortify substantial busi- 
ness interests, but not to be used in support of spec- 
ulators masking in‘the name of honest enterprise. 

Long ago, when Mr. Roosevelt was a Civil Service 
Commissioner at Washington, he detected the com- 
ing storm of indignation against corporate misdo- 
ings. When he became President the duty which 
loomed largest before him was that of imposing him- 
self between this torrent of angry, and often unjust, 
criticism and the objects of it. The President believes 
that if he had not imposed all the powers of his of- 
fice and his popularity between the agitators and the 
mixed company of miscreant and honest ‘financiers 
a financial panic would have already destroyed or im- 
paired our credit and our industries for years. 

He believes that in time the men who are now his 
bitterest critics will acknowledge this. He believes 
that the clamor of his enemies against him and 
their complaints because of his depriving them of 
their alleged rights, which they had illegally assumed 
with the tacit consent of the country, have not yet 
destroyed popular faith in him, as the faith of the 
people in Grover Cleveland was for a time weak- 
ened.

CREATING DRY TOWNS 





She Brought Railroad to Hey 
Domain and Is Making 
an Empire. 





CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., Nov. 23.— 
With Southwest Texas developing rapid- 
ly and land values mounting yearly, 
the power of Mrs. Richard King, owner 
of the largest landed estate in Ameri- 
ca—a veritable kingdom of 1,350,000 acres 
--rivals that of a monarch. 

From her baronial mansion near Cor- 
pus Christi, Mrs. King can order ‘‘heep 
off’ and this nearly two millions of 
acres will remain immune from. the 
plow and development. Instead of see- 
ing this domain converted into thou- 
sands of farims,-this land queen Can 
hold the Santa Gertrudis ranch intact. 

The Santa Gertrudis, with its 2800 
scuare miles of area, is more than one- 
third as large as Massachusetts, larger 
than the entire State of Delaware and 
more than twice as large as Rhode Is- 
land. And it is being inclosed all the 
time. 

But Mrs. King, while enlarging this 
Texas kingdom, is also working for 
its development, and valuable land 
grants have been given for the build- 
ing of railroads and for townsites. But 
with each grant has gone the ironclad 
cjause that no liquor shall ever be sold 
on land which was once hers. 


Dobe House Mansion Once. 


Mrs. King, while now living in one 
of the finest mansions of Tcxas, has 
not forgotten the days when she and 
her husband and children called a dobe 
house their mansion. She is not os- 
tentatious with her wealth. She has 
firm rules of living which call for sim- 
pleness and honesty. She is a believer 
in, persons living close to the dictates 
of the Bible and every day a certain 
hour is set aside for devotional services. 

The romance of’ the largest ranch in 
the world begins in the Mexican War 
period, when two young steamboat eap- 
tains made their way to the mouth of 
the R:o Grande. It was through his 
friend, Capt. Mifflin Kennedy, that 
Richard King was induced to move to 
Texas. Kennedy had preceded and ihe 
wrote back to his friend in Alabama. 

The first experience of the fuiure land 
king of Texas on soil of the Lone Star 

tatc was that of many others—strand- 
ed. The boat on which he came, re- 
turned before he, had opportunity to re- 
move his belongings. Capt. Kennedy 
was up the Rio Grande River at that 
time and for three days Capt. King 
actually starved. 

Enter Steamboat Business. 


With the development of trade folluw- 
ing the Mexican War, the two decided 
to enter the steamboat business be- 
tween New Orleans and points on the 
Rio Grande. Kennedy operated on the 
river and Capt. King took charge of 
the gulf boats. This company coined 
money from the beginning and then 
was laid the foundations for two ‘'m- 
mense landed estates, the Santa Ger- 
trudis and’ La Parra ranches. 

“I carried the chain in ‘1859 to lay off 
the original Santa Gertrudis ranch,” 
said John McClane, one of the pioneers 
of Southwest Texas. “It then com- 
prised 17 leagues of land.”’ 


This was about 75,000 acres—a mere 
garden spot compared with the. hold 
ings of Mrs. King today. Capt. Kina 
added to his. holdings constantly, buy- 
ing neighbor ranches, Spanish grants, 
anything that conveyed the title of 
“and. At his death itis éstate comprised 
1,200,000 acres. 


Not only’ had Capt. King . increased 
his land holdings, but he had begun the 
work of chsengiag his. vast ‘herds of 
cattle from the long horns to we!l bred 
Cattle, a work that has been completed 
by his son-in-law, Robert J. Kleberg, 
who succeeded him as general manager 
of the ranch. 

“I knew Mrs. King in 1859," said Mr. 
Meviane, who was for many years:a 
confidential agent.of Capt. King, “when 
she lived in a-two-room hut with a dirt 
fioor, She was just as cheerful. there 
with her children as she is today in her 
mansion surrounded with all the com- 
forts money. can buy.” 

Widow Buys More Land. 

After the death of Capt. King, Mrs. 
King continued’ the policy’ of expan- 
sion. Her most notable purchase was 
that of the San Reveles ranch from a 
Seoetch syndicate, the Texas Land ane 
Cattle Co. This Jand lay between the 
Santa Gertrudis raneh and the bay, to- 
ward Corpus Christr. She first secured 
300,000 acres.at $13.50 an acre. and very 
recently bought the remaining 190,000 
acres at $4.05 an acre. Similar land in 
the neighborhood is netting truck gar- 
avuers $400 to $500 yearly. Flowing wells 
tan be drilled there and they furnish 
the water needed for cultivation. 

Until 1904 the headquarters of the 
ranch was 40 niles trom a railroad, but 
Mrs. King and other large landholders 
bought eusuwcient stock In the St. Lou's, 
Lrownsvite & Mexico Railroad, a 
Yoakum. enterprise, so that by land 
gtants they were able to bring the route 
through this domain. The town of King- 
ville was established on the line and 
has become ‘the capital of the emptre.”’ 
About 40,000 acres adjacent to King- 
ville have been laid off tn small farm- 
ing tracts and offered for sale and are 
being taken rapidly Dy gardeners.

HE possession of one of the wealth- 

T iest English dukedoms now rests 

upon the authenticity of copies of 

a diary kept by an American woman, 

Miss Mary Robinson, who describes her- 

self as ‘‘the daughter of a Southern 

planter,’ and says she became secretary 

to T. C. Druce, proprietor of a Baker 

street store, whom she also- knew as 

the Fifth Duke of Portland, through 
Charles Dickens. A 

George Hollamby Druce, an Australian 
ca:penter, backed by a syndicate of 
English speculators, is now contesting 
the title on the claim that he is a grand- 
son of T. C. Druce, who was also Duke 
1f Portland. Aside from Miss Robinson, 
Druce’s chief witness is. Robert Cald- 
well of Staten Island, N. Y. 

Miss Robinson says she kept a diary 
during her service in the employ of 
Druce, but that this was stolen from 
her a few days after she had borrowed 
it from. her attorneys by a man who ae- 
eosted her on the street, saying: ‘“‘There 
is a spider on your shoulder,’ and then 
made off with the book in the confusion. 
She had copied. portions of the diary, 
which Druce’s attorneys will naw seck 
to have introduced. 

The reading of the authenticated copy 
Thursday and Friday constituted one of 
the most dramatic phases of this re- 
markable contest. The diary bristles 
with references to Dickens and to the 
Duke of Portland, alias. Druce. 

Druce charges that the fifth Duke of 
Portland was his grandfather and a 
man of dual lives. The shopkeeper 
Druce, who was the Duke’s other char- 
acter, the contestant alleges, was final- 
ly eliminated from his life hy an an- 
nouncement of ‘‘death,’’ after which a 
casket filled with’ lead was buried to 
carry out the deception. 

Druce has’ demanded that this casket 
be disinterred. It would prove - the 
fraud, he declares, and now the En- 
glish public is upholding his right to 
contention. But the Home 
Secretary is the barrier that has arisen 
between the contestant and the pub- 
lic and the grave. 

“An undignified and unnecessary pro- 
has been his answer. The ad- 
ministration authorities are careful to 
protect titles from taint and such sen- 
sations among rovalty and heredity are 
more feared than a thief in the house. 

Ball Given in Secret Chambers. 

While the trial was at its height last 
Thursday the present Duke of Port- 
land added a spectacular feature bv en- 
tertaining the King and Queen of Spain 
in the very subterranena ballroom tLat 
it is aNeged his eccentric ancestor had 
built that he might preserve his secret. 
Here in gayety and with royal pomp 
the Duke entertained his guests and 
detailed wits of history concern- 
ing the passageways whicli honeycomb 
the estate of Welbeck.

Dickens Comes Into Story. 

Miss Robison says that she was intro. 
duced Mr. Druce in October, 1968, by 





Charles Dickens, and immediately recog- 


nized bim as the Duke of Portland, but 




















kept her own counsel upon the advice 
of the novelist. She says that Druce 
told her that he was an intimate friend 
of the Duke’s and at the castle the lat- 
ter could not be seen. Druce repsesent- 
ed him in all matters, she says he de- 
clared. 

There came closer knowledge of the 
affairs of the castle, Miss Robison says, 
after awhile and she so gained the con- 
fidence of Druce ihat he requested 
Dickens to tell her his life story. Ac- 
cording to the copies of sections of the 
Stolen diary given in the press, Miss 
Robison wrote the following version of 
the story told her by Dickens: 

Dickens Requested a Talk. 

“April 1, 1870.—Friday. I leave Bray 
and return to ,Lendon, take lodgings 
near Hyde Park. There I find Mr. Dick- 
ens. He tells= me he Is lodging at 5 
Park place. Looks very ill, much older, 
and run down—says it is nothing but 
hard work. 

Mr. Dickens mentioned that he was 
writing again and tha he should 
most likely be in or. near Lon- 
dqgn until the end of May. Saw 
Mr. Dickens several times during the 
few weeks I stayed im London. On 
one occasion when in Hyde Park we 
sat down, and he told me the life of 
Mr. Druce as he knew it. He sald, ‘I 
want to have a quiet talk with you. 
You have mentioned to me more than 
once that you knew Mr. Druce before 
you ever saw him at Welbeck, and also 
that vou knew he was at that time 
Duke of Portland. You are the Duke's 
confidant in many things, and there- 
fore you must now be trusted. I will 
try ,and explain te you as simply and 
concisely as possible what I know 
will interest you concerning Mr. Druce. 
Mr. Druce and the Duke of Portland 
are one man. You know the words,

Druce a Splendid Actor. 

“Mr. Druce has played his part well, 
so far, for he has had both his exit and 
his entrance. By that name he was 
known When in Baker street, London.

with a steam bakery. On the Conti- 
nent he dabbled in many things, and is 
still known there as Mr. Druce the 
Duke. He has been twice married, and 
both wives had children. During the 
fourth Duke's time Mr. Druce. Was 
known as Lord Bentinck. The heir to 
the title and estates was the Far! of 
Tichfield, who died before the fourth 
Duke. At the fourth Duke's death Mr. 
Druce took the title of Duke of Port- 
land,. but he still went by the name of 
Druce amongst his old friends.

self more on a level with me. I began 
to feel surprised at his freedom. He 
said no wthat Waldeck was behind us 
things would have to take a natural 
course. After awhile he said I might 
zet no more letters for him for a time, 
as they were to be left in London. He 
would stay in Leeds awhile, but did not 
say where. I was to be In my rooms 
for a certain time every day, so that he 
could visit me.’’ 

Genuine, Says Lawyer. 

Concerning the authenticity of the 
diary, Leslie Smith, Miss’ Robinson‘s 
lawyer, said: 

“I am perfectly convinced that it was 
stolen, and that her story is genuine, I 
am convinced of it from her demeanor. 
The diary had the name ‘Mayflower’ 
marked on the outside. I just looked 
into it and saw that the first part dealt 
with the period 1862-7, and the end with 
a later period. The paper was old and 
faded, but the writing was perfectly in- 
telligible. \ Beyond the fact that she has 
complained to us of people shadowing 
her that is all I know about it.” 

“My impression is that the dlary Is 
perfectly genuine,” repeated Mr. Smith. 
“She was so much worrted by people 
that she was afraid of being murdered.” 

Story of the Duke. 


The Druce case is not of recent filing. 
Ic has been dragging on for years, but 
it was only recently that it developed 
its greatest interest. 

The Druces, seeking to prove that the 
Fifth Duke played a Jekyll and Hyde 
life, allege that he murdered his broth- 
er, Lord George Bentinck, in 184, while 
they were hunting, threw off the crime 
to other shoulders and thus won the 
fnynous Welbeck Castle and the Port- 
land estates for himself. They say that 
remorse, coupled with love for a wom-

There are turkeys and cranberries, and 
nuts, canned peaches and pears, raisins, 
fruit, butter, jellies, jams, pickles, 
prunes, canned peas and beans, delicious 
hams, roast beef in tins, frozen beef 
and rmmitton and pork, thousands of 
erates of eggs, and thousands of pounds 
of dessicated eggs, cases upon cases of 
macaroni, thousands of pounds of sauer- 
kraut, thousands of links of frankfurters 
and bologna and pork sausages. : 

Million Pounds of Beef. 

Some interesting speculations may be 
conjured up over these vast stores. For 
instance, the war vessels and the six 
supply transports which will accompany 
them will carry 870,000 pounds of frozen 
beef, 105,000 pounds of tinned corned beer 
and 18,000 pounds of chopped beef, or 
about a million pounds of beef, which 
represents the product of from 1200 to 
1500 oxen. Then there are 305,000 pounds 
of pork and 65,000 pounds of mutton. 

The vessels carry 1,200,000 pounds of 
flour, which reduced to barrels, means 
6000. Sugar foots a total of 1,500,000 in 
weight, and fills some 4286 barrels, which 
would extend more than two and a half 
miles in the air if the barrels were 
stood on end, one upon the other. 

There are 40,000 pounds of turkey 
aboard, meaning that 2666 =gobblers 
yielded up their lives to make Christmas 
and New Year feasts for Uncle Sam’s 
sailors. There are 100,000 pounds of cof- 
fee, which is held in 500 sacks, and there 
are 105 cases of condensed milk in pound 
cans, 

The butter weighs 107,000 pounds, and 
fills sow firkins. The 100,000 dozen eggs 
fill 3333 crates, and in addition there are 
9000 pounds of dessicated eggs. A total 
of 900,000 pounds of canned tomatoes was 
called for, which in three-pound tins 
means 300,000 cans. which placed end for 
end would make a pipe line 10 miles long. 
That means that Uncle Sam’s_cooks ex- 
pect every sailor to consume 60 pounds 
of tomatoes during 100 days, or more 
than half a pound a day. 

Potatoes and Sugar Equal. 

Potatoes equal sugar in weight, 1,500,- 
000 pounds, which fill 7500 sacks. The 
ships: will take 100,000 pounds of ice to 
start with, and 6000 tons of water. The 
food stuffs and coal would fill a train of 
ears which would reach many miles. 
There are 9000 gallons of syrup, which is 
more than half a gallon for each man. 

Bach man is expected to eat a twelfth 
part of a steer, a fifth of a sheep, a fifth 
of a hog, nearly half a barrel of flour, 
a third of a barrel of sugar, six dozen 
eggs and half a pound of dessicated 
eges, half a sack of potatoes and drink 
six and a half pounds of coffee and 
three-quarters of a pound of tea, in 100 
days. 

This great bill of fare is for the out- 
ward journey only, and must be re- 
peated on the home trip. It is whis- 
pered that great stores are being as- 
sembled, or are to be assembled on the 
Pacific Coast as soon as the ship sail 
for the South. 

It was intended to have an even 
greater variety of food, but such goods 
as succotash and baked beans could not 
be procured in the requisite quantities. 
It must also be understood that the of- 
ficers have loaded heavy stores of del- 
icacies for thelr own messes, which they 
pay for out of their own pockets, and 
which do not appear in this list. 

In addition to a liberal stock of ra- 
tions, an extra supply of white caps, 
duck suits, blue suits, overcoats and 
shoes is being taken along, as well as_ 
an extra complete outfit of underwear, 
stockings and shirts for each man. 

An officer in the Brooklyn navy yard 
said: ‘“‘The world has never seen such 
liberal rations provided for the enlisted 
men. Foreign officers declare that we are 
pampering the men and ruining them. 
They say that the seamen in their navies 
receive half the allowance and not a 
fourth of the variety. Salt pork, corned 
beef and potatoes, coffee without milk 
and plum duff for dessert make up the 
bill of fare of a British, French, Ger- 
man or Russian sailor.’’

PAULUS TOLD WIFE TO BUY. 
$5000 STOCK IN “SATURN 
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Ousted City Employe Said He Thought It Would 
_Beé.a “Good Investment’’—Tells Why > 
| Bill for Linen Was So Large. 
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Henry J.‘ Paulus,. issue clerk of the 
Board of Public Improvements, © who 
was peremptorily discharged by Presi- 
dent O'Reilly, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that his wife mort- 
gaged her home at California avenue 
and Cherokee ‘street to buy $5000 worth 
of stock in the steamer Saturn, rented 
to the city at $18 a day, upon his ad- 
vice that it would be a good investment. 

The stock was purchased, according 
to Paulus, Oct. 27, after the boat had 
been used by the city for several 
months _in. towing two barges filled 
with garbage to Chesley Island, 2 
miles down the river. Capt.’ Ledger 
and Eddie Morrissey, formerly a deputy 
constable in ‘‘Bobby’’’ Carroll’s court, 
incorporatéd the company which owns 
the boat. Paulus says his wife inherit- 
ed the house from her mother, and that 
she paid for the stock with her personal 
check, and that it has always been in 
her name. - 

Paulus declares that there was no ir- 
reguiarity in the purchase of supplies 
for the Saturn. He says that he could 
not have profited even indirectly by the 
purchase for the reason that as soon 
as the Saturn’s contract with the city 
expires such equipment as_ has_ been 
placed on the boat by the city will be 
turned back to the Supply Commisston- 
er. 

Paulus Is Discharged. 

President O'Reilly, after investigating 
a bill for $69.56 for towels, sheets, nap- 
kins, bed clothes, and other small ar- 
ticles for the Saturn, dismissed Paulus 
at noon Friday. Paulus said Saturday 
that he has not since 
Q’ Reilly, but added that the letter of 
dismissal was a very “nice document.’ 
He said that he intended to see 
O'Reilly’ Saturday, but had been in- 
fotmed that his former employer would 
not be in his office. ‘Paulus drew a 
salary of $150 a month. 

“If I wanted to do any grafting I cer- 
tainly would not attempt it on a little 
bill like $69. I did not even order these 
soods. Mr. Brasse, from whom they 
were purchased, -vent to the boat, at 
my direction, and took the orders from 
the cook, I approved the bill because I 
knew it was all right. Every article 
called for in the bill was delivered to 
the boat. 

Says He Is Immune. 

“Mrs. Paulus bought the stock in the 
boat. I don’t own any of it. The grand 
jury could not indict me if it wanted to. 
I. was not a city official. I was merely 
a Clerk at a monthly salary. I was sub- 
penvaed to appear before the grand jury, 
but did not testify. 

“The city pays $18 a day for the Sat- 
urn, It paid $20 a day for the Gardner. 
It pays $5.60 a day now for barges, and 
paid $7.00 a day for barges when the 
Gardner was used. We are saving © 
bushels of coal a month by using the 
Saturn. 

“The only question in the entire mat- 
ter is whether the supplies should have 
been bought by the Supply Commission- 
er instead of direct. I think it bas all 
come about bécause some men in the 
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Comptroiler’s who are unfriendly 
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have, been approved 
and paid. 

No Engine Provided. 

“No engine was ever boukht for the 
Saturn. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments paid $450 for an engine for a 
boat which e¢arriés. the employes of 
Chesley’ Island ‘to and from’ Kimms- 
wick, which is. three ‘miles away.”’ ° 

When the bill for the supplies for the 
Saturn was discovered by the Gomp- 
troller it was sent back to, the Auditor, 
who. refused to pay it, because the or- 
der Should haye been given by. the 
Supply. Commissioner. Paulus. has rep- 
resented to the Auditor that this was 
an emergency purepage, made With the 
approval of O'Reilly. When O’Reilly’s 
attention was called to the. bill he re- 
pudiated it, saying. that he had never 
seen it, and followed it. up “by dis- 
charging Paulus.

Schramek is said to have told him, 
“Now get out of here.’ A flash and a 
report followed, and Schramek lay 
stretched upon the ground, while upon 
his rough working shirt a small spot of 
crimson two inches above his heart be- 
£an to slowly spread. 

Claims Self-Defense. 

Hraziel, when seen in his cell by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, intimated that 
he considered it his “duty” to kill 
Schramek. “He was a big devil,” -he 
said. “I had to kill him.” He says 
Schramek, called him vile names and 
struck and kicked him, before he iired 
the fatal shot. 

Hraziel, who is 2% years old, and has 
been living at 227 Lafayette avenue, was 
bern in Moravia, as was also the man 
he killed. His parents are dead and he 
has no relatives in this country. 

Schramek, who was 62 years old, 
lived with his wife at 8027 Church road. 
They have no children. Schramek had 
been employed by the car company for 
six years,

He is not in debt 
and trying to ‘dig out;’ on the contrary, 
it is not too much to say that, as a 
class. the farmers of today are not only 
out of debt but have money in the 
banks and out at interest. Again I say, 
that is not the setting for a panic; I! 
have never seen a panic which had this 
sort of basis. And I do not believe there 
cver has been one or will be one now.” 

James J. Hill, the shrewdest railroad 
man in the world, declared recently that 
the railronds could not begin to haul 
the freight of the country and _ that 
thousands: of miles of new road and 
thousands of new freight cars would 
have to be built to carry it. He predict- 
ed the most prosperous times the coun- 
try has ever Known in the next few 
years, 

Cc. T.. Hilleary, assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the Big Four, said: 

“Our business has been normal to the 
Sth of this month, and since that time 
we find a falling off in our travel, but 
not to an extent that is alarming.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The general 


unpreparedness of the United States for 


war, its depandence upon foreign manu- 
facturers for war material and serious 
cefects in the armament and equipment 
of our battleships, are exposed in the 
annual’ report of Rear Adinrial N. E. 
Mason, chief of the Naval Bureau of 
Ordnance, published today. 

The Admiral regards it as ‘‘absolutely 
necessary’ that Congress authorize the 
Secretary of the. Navy to make pur- 
chases of war material abroad. The 
navy will have to purchase at least 106 
more torpedoes abroad, while the manu- 
fucturers in this country are completing 
their present contracts. 

There is also an urgent necessity, says 
ihe report, of going to foreign markets 
for a certain number of armor-piercing 
projectiles and range finders.

An appropriatien also is 
asked to replace the turret ammunition 
hoists in battleships _ by a method which 
will entirely separate the turret from 
the hendling room and at the same time 
increase the rapidity of delivery of am- 
munition. The rifles and machine guns 
in the navy are reported to be rapidly 
wearing out and it is recommended that 
all be replaced by others of the latest 
tvpe.

centrol systems pe the vessels of the 
navy, the report/says: 

“If they are left out the ships will go. 
into action with a heavy handicap. The 
tureau considers that fire control sy¥s- 
tems are absolutely essential to fighting 
efficiency.” 

The report recommends an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 for the purchase of 
modern térpedoes. The minimum num- 
ber, Which should be considered, the re- 
port says, is 200, and ten times that 
number would hardly’ place the United 
States on an equality with certain na- 
tions of supposed inferior naval power.’’ 

The necessity for a fund for experi- 
mental work in the department of ord- 
nance materials also is pointed oul in 
strong terms.

gretted his inability to be present and 
wrote as follows:

. “There is one thing that I hope your 
meeting will do. That is to make a 
vigorous protest against the continuance 
of the practice by which our Govern- 
ment makes a large profit by means of 
giving the country a cheap and effective 
foreign mail service. If Congress will 
nilow the Postmaster-General to spend 
the money that he gets from ocean

Former Sectetary Shaw’s speech is re- 
garded as a bid for the Republican 
presidential nomination. He made a del- 
ficate jab at Roosevelt by attributing the 
present financial stringency to “threats 
‘of criminal prosecution of unnamed per- 
sons on undefined and _ = indefinite 
charges” and,.to unwarranted attacks on

He followed this by a eulogy of the

which has characterized” the adminis- 
“tration of President Roosevelt. He de- 
voted his entire @peech to considera- 

tion of the panies, fts causes and its 
cure. He said there is no use in advo- 
cating a central bank because the peo- 
ple will not have it, that the "Canadian 
System” is impractical in this country, 
and that the only solution of the prob- 
lem he could see is an increase in the 
circulation of national banks.

Prominent in Politics,

president of the Board of Managers of 
Fulton Asylum during the Stephens ad- 
ministration. 

About that time he sold his interest-in 
the Democrat-News. In 1888 he bought 
the Slater Index and moved it to Mar- 
shall. He sold it once and bought it 
back again a few years later. In the 
interim he was chief statistician of the 
Bureau of Labor under the Dockery ad- 
ministration. When he sold the Index 
the second time it was moved to Iola, 
Kan.

A leading St. Louis banker told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
that, while the situation was grow- 
ing better every day, he did not he- 
ifeve the Chicago plan of fixing a 
day for tne resumption of ‘currency 
payments would be feasible. 

“The better plan,” he said, “is to 
run along just as we are now doing. 
We are receiving. more currency 6n 
deposits every day, and are paying 
out more. If conditions continue to

ually pass away. If we keep on

Deposits Are Increasing. 

The president of a focal trust com- 
pany said that his deposits were in- 
creasing every day over the with- 
drawals, and that many of the sav- 
ings depositors who had given no- 
tice under the 30 and 60 day rule: of 
their intention to withdraw their 
money, had come in and canceled the 
notice. He said that his compan w 
doing everything in its power te ter, 
nish money for payroll purposes. He 
said that the financial institutions 
should do everything possible to keep 
every man on the payroll, so. that 
there will be no people thrown out 
of employment. He said thatthe 
banker who hoarded money merely 
for the Purpose of making a fine 

showing .in = his official statements 
when the money was needed for pay- 
roll purposes, deserves severe criti- 
cism.

“CZAR RULE” DISLIKED 





Dictatorship Not Welcomed 
in Leaders’ Plans for 
Campaign.

FRENCH LICK, Ind., Nov. 23.—The 
19 Democratic National Committeemen 
who came here to join Chairman ‘“‘Tom” 
Taggart's ‘‘water wagon party,’’ are not 
nearly so unanimous as they were fes- 
terday in the”"belief that Mr. Bryan is 
the only man who can run for the par- 
ty. Many things are responsible for 
their change in sentiment, principally 
the outbreaks of three or four members 
at the all-night feast that Col. Taggart 
spread for his guests. 

These statements, made after the 
meeting) of the conimitteemen to select 
a date for the full meeting of the com- 
mittee, were regarded as being little 
less than seditious by Col. Mose Wet- 
more of St. Louis, and. Mayor Dahlman, 
who are looking after the interests of 
the Nebraska candidate. 

Col. Welmore and DahiIman thought 
before the Taggart dinner began that 
they had everything bottled up se- 
curely for Mr. Bryan. They knew that 
some of the committeemen were ready 
to open war upon their patron if an op- 
portunity was presented, but they took 
very good care that there should be 
none, so the meeting of the committee- 
men were favored with Bryanism from 
start to finish. 

Didn’t Like Bryan Domination. 

Anti-Bryan men like Roger C. Sulli- 
van of Illinois, Wade of Iowa, Ryan of 
Wisconsin, Talbot of..Maryland, and 
Campau of Michigan, who was repre- 
sented by proxy, sat in sullen: silence 
and let Wetmore and DahiIman dominate 
the meeting. 

They even acquiesced to the declara- 
tions of the Bryan agents that ‘There 
is nothing to it but Bryan,” although 
they hoped otherwise. It is probable 
that none of the committeemen would 
have disturbed the plans ef Bryan to 
impress the country at large with the 
idea that the party machinery was se- 
curely held in his firm grasp, and that 
he would have no trouble governing it 
with ease. 

It was Maj. G. V. Menzies, the Indiana 
leader, ‘who Precipitated the _ revolt 
against Mr. Bryan during the speech- 
niaking period of the dinner. Menzies is 
not a member of the committee, but he 
is a pretty big man in Indiana politics, 
and has a strong following. He is one 
of the old Vorhees’ school of Democrats 
and while a. valiant supporter of Mr. 
Bryan in two campaigns, has recently 
urged the selection of a new candidate 
for the Presidency. 

Sees Time for a Receiver. 

When Menzies was cuNed upon last 
night he threw a jolt inte the Bryan 
agents by declaring that “if the Demo- 
cratic party is‘ reduced to the personal 
property of one man, it is time to apply 
for the appointment of a receiver to 
wind up its offices.” 

He rebuked the timid leaders who 
apparently were afraid of: Mr. Bryan, 
for permitting the Nebraska candidate 
to fix the time and place for its con- 
ventions, to dictate the personnel of its 
organization, and to writg its platform. 

“Shades of Tilden, of Cleveland, of 
Hendricks, of . Vorhees, and McDon- 
ald,’’ he exclaimed, “‘what a spectacle 
is furnished by the great Democratic 
party! It is controlled by one man, its 
independence is gone, he talks and 
thinks for it—he is always talkifig. He 
decides what sort of a platform must 
be adopted and threatens that he will 
not be our candidate unless we do as 
he commands.” 

The major, who is big. and brawny, 
said a lot more things which the Bryan 
agents did not like. 

: Wants Convention to Rule. 

Roger Sullivan, through his spokes- 
man, Quinn, followed, expressed similar 
vidwa, and Congressman Talbot, of 
Maryland, added fuel to the flames by 
suggesting that ‘‘the convention should 
pick Its candidate and /not leave the 
candidate to pick the convention.”’

The cornerstone of the new Graham 
Memorial Chapel of Washington Uni- 


versity was laid yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of a large crowd. 

The chapel, which is to cost $150,000, is 
being erected by Mrs. B: B. Graham as 
a memortal to her late husband, B. B. 
Graham. 

The address of the day was made by 
James A. Waterworth, Mr. Water- 
worth’s talk was preceded by a shor: 
prayer by Rev. Carroll M. Davis, pastor 
of Christ Church Cathedral, and by a 
brief address by Acting Chancellor 
Marshall S. Snow of the university. The 
stone was put into position by Mr.

BOYS TAP GRAI N re ‘ 
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Exploits of Amateur Brigands at Granite City jo 


Lead to Arrests of Four--Mother Causes 
Scene in Courtroom.

Young boys of prominent families of 


Granite City, Ill, have more than six 
months been using a cave which they 
dug in a hillside as a rendezvous and a 
storage place for grain and feed which 
they had stolen from box cars waiting 
to be unloaded at the Corn Products Re- 
tining Co.’s plant in ~ranite City. 

The exploits of the amateur brigands 
were brought to light Saturday by the 
arrest of four of the boys, charged with 
having stolen a bale of hay and two 
bushels of oats from the barn of the 
Briggs & Chaffe feed store, and their 
subsequent arraignment before Police 
Magistrate T. W. Kinder, by whom they 
were bound over to the grand jury. 

The boys are Harry Greer, 17 years 
old; Edward Greer, 15 years old; Thom- 
as Murphy Jr., 14 years old, and Paul 
Wright, 15 years old. 

The method followed by the boys in 
stealing grain from box cars on the sid- 
ing was to tap the car by means of 
boring a small hole tn the side with an 
auger. Through this, the grain would 
be allowed to run out until their sacks 
were filled, when the hole would be

Rising from her 
seat in the gcourtroom, she denounced 
the court officials for failing to charge 
the men with receiving stolen property. 
Magistrate Kinder replied that if she 
could prove her charges, he would be 
glad to issue a summons against the 
offenders.

COUNCILMAN APPROVES 





Cramer Says He Will Vote for 
Resolution to Dissolve 
Bridge Body. 





Tuesday night’s meeting of the House 
of Delegates will see an attempt to 
dissolve the Municipal Bridge and Ter- 
minals Commission, of which Mayor 
Wells is chairman, and from which Al- 
bert T. Perkins receives a salary of 
$10,000 a year as expert adviser. 

The leaders of the House, Hussey, W. 
J. Brennan, Gallagher, Priesmeyer and 
Warner, believe they can get in support 
of their resolution a large majority 
of the votes which were cast Friday 
tight to pass the bridge bill over the 
Mayor's veto. 

Delegate Hussey declares that Expert 
Perkins’ services have been more val- 
uable to the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
Ciation than to St. Louis, and charges 
that it was Perkins who gave Mayor 
Wells the reasons that were assigned 
for vetoing the bridge bill. 

While active against the Chouteau 
avenue site, Ilussey says, Perkins de- 
clined to give any help in choosing a 
location. Delegate Gallagher, who was 
a member of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the obstacles in 
the way of putting the bridge at Chou- 
teau aveinue, says Perkins ignored a re- 
quest to aid the inquiry, W. J. Bren- 
nan, chairman of the committee, cor- 
roborates Gallagher's assertion. 


Councilman Favors Move. 
While the leaders of the House are 


preparing their plans for dissolving the 
Commission, there is a sentiment in 
favor of that policy also in the Coun- 
el. 

Councilman F. Ernest Cramer told a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch that he 
would vote to discontinue the Com- 
mission. 

“It has long since outlived its @seful- 
ness,”’ he said, ‘‘and the benefits are in 
no way commensurate with the com- 
mission’s expenditures, The movement 
to dis#olve it has my full approval.” 

President Forman said he would not 
give his views on the subject until the 
resolution was presented for action. 
(ounciiman Lesser, who led the fight to 
pass the bridge bill over the Mayor's 
veto, expressed himself in a similar 
way. Both declared they were disap- 
pointed at the failure of the bridge bill 
tu get a unanimous vote inthe Council.

The Mayor, the president of the 
Board of Public Improvements and 
seven citizens, constitute the commis- 
sion. Its members now are Mayor 
Wells, President O'Reilly of the Board 
ef Public Improvements, J. D. Bascom, 
Robert H. Whitelaw, Hugh McKittrick, 
Cc. W. S. Cobb, R. 8. Colnon, A. L. 
Shapleigh and Homer P. Knapp. These 
men get no salaries for their services. 

Assembly Can Dissolve It. 

Section 6 of the ordinance _ provides 
that “If the Municipal Assembly at any 
time passes a jeint and concurrent 
resolution that the commission shall be 
discontinued, the commission = shall 
thereafter make no further appropria- 
tions for any reason, but shall forth- 
with report and adjourn sine dine.” 

The Assembly has appropriated $40,- 
0 in all for the commission's expenses. 
Of this, $45 went to W. E. Merrill, ite 
iret expert, and $9282.45 to Robert 
Moore, an engineer employed for a time 
a6 an associate of Perkins. Perkins has 
frawn $15,000 thus far, and has a quar-

T'S DEADLY NOW 


Caused 27 Deaths in Past Week, 
Against 24 From Tuber- 
culosis. 


BIRTHS SHOW DECREASE 











Deaths From All Cau:es Less Than 
in the Seven Days 
Preceding. 





Pneumonia proved more active than 
tuberculosis in swelling the mortality of 
St. Louis last week, and exceeded by 10 
its deadly record of the previous seven 
days. .« total of 27 deaths was charged 
to pneumonia against 21 victims claimed 
by tuberculosis. Bronchitis, which has 
been a large factor in the mortality for 
several weeks, showed a decrease in 
malignity. The mortality from all 
causes last week was 157. In the week 
ending Nov. 16 it was 176. , 

The stork’s additions to the popula- 
tion were sufficient to offset the deaths, 
but with only 278 babies to his credit, 
he fell 12 short of his record in the pre- 
vious week 

Cupid’s business increased perceptibly, 
due largely to the nearness of Thanks- 
giving day. One hundred and fifty-one 
couples obtained marriage licenses last 
week, as against 147 in the six days end- 
ing Nov. 16. 

In contagious digeases, either because 
of the clear, cold weather, or because 
of the Health Department's efforts, were 
not eonspicuous among the causes of 
death. Two persons died of typhoid fe- 
ver, one of croup and one of whooping 
cough. The deaths from diseases of the 
stomach were eight, against 12 in the 
week ending Nov. 16. 

There were two suicides, five acel- 
dental. deaths and one homicide last 
week, a decrease of one-half from the 
former week.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 23.—A prop- 
erty loss of $50,000 was suffered and 
150 girls were thrown out of employ- 
ment by a fire last night in the four- 
story building at 837 North Avenue, 
Allegheny. The heaviest loss, $40,- 
000 was to the Sands Richey company, 
chewing gum makers, and it was 
there that the girls were employed. 

In a section of the building oc- 
cupied by the Hipwell Manufactur- 
ing Co., makers of gas mantles and 
other light accessories, there was a 
large stock of guncotton and some 
gasoline stered. H. H. Hipwell of the 


firm and a member of the Allegheny 
Council, headed a party of friends, 
removed the barrels from the build- 
ing and undoubtedly prevented an ex- 
plosion which would have proved dais- 
astrous.

Also, it should be remembered, Gans’ 
partners in crime were white and_jp- 
variably received the long end of the 
money, his white master depending on 
betting on the events for his trouble 
in arranging the fakes. 

This shows that the white men were 
willing to enter into a crooked compact 
with the black man’s master for the 
bulk of the tainted proceeds and shoul- 
der the crime on the black. 

For years prior to his confession and 
his promise to fight on the level, Gans 
Was pronounced the greatest faker in 
the business. Since severing his con- 
nections with his white master and 
practically conducting his oWn  busi- 
ness he has been an honor to the much- 
abusee@ sport. O’Brien, on the other 
hand, was “free, white and 21," and 
his own master, while 
Gans, colored, and not his own master, 
was led to believe he could not get 
recognition unless directed by a white. 
That makes O’Brien’s crime the more 
serious. Still, in these days of pugilis- 
tic commercialism, he is entitled te a 
chance for his ‘‘white alley,’’ the same 
as was Gans, especially as he elected 
to fight a colored man for his firs: 
effort to follow the narrow path. His 
“turn-down" by his own townsmen 
caused some surprise, as he was given 
a grand reception by these same per- 
sons when he appeared in the ring on 
the night of the Al Kaufmann-Dave 
Barry contest. It was that demonstra. 
tion more than anything else that in- 
duced him to match with Johnson, 
thinking. the promoters had concluded 
to give him the first opportunity :9 re- 
deem himself. 


Speaking of white and colored. fighters 
and the superiority of same of the }at- 
ter over the former, it probably never 
appealed to the followers of the game 
that a colored fighter must demonstrate 
his superiority to receive recognition.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov.  23.— 
“Lucky” Baldwin, the famous old Cali- 
fornia millionaire, has rexlized his life’s 


ambition—a little world with no one in 
it but hot sports and himself as king. 
He is the guardian angel and part own- 
er of the new 
Anita Park—which opens Thanksgiving 
day. 

George Rose and Barney Schretber of 
St. Louis, well-known horsemen, are 
the active owners, and Dr. J. S. Gardner 
of Kansas City is manager, but Mr. 
Baldwin is the good angel. His job’ is 
to protect it from the fate that befell 
Ascot Park, which was forced to close 
owing to the opposition to horseracing 
and poolselling in Los Angeles. 


Runs Entire City. 
Baldwin offered them a haven on his 
famous ranch, about eight miles outside 


the city. Some time ago he started a 
city there by the votes of his employes 
and followers and a few of the neigh- 
bors. Now no one can interfere owing 
to the oddity of the California law. He 
names all the city officers and practi- 
cally makes all. the laws. As old 
“Lucky” was the pioneer racing man 
of California, it can be imagined that 
the statutes of his town are not very 
severe with horseracing. 

Baldwin’s ranch has been for years 
one of the “show pleces’’ of California— 
$0,000 acres spread out under the shadow 
of the mountains, where the snow looks 
down upon the orange blossoms. (Three 
cheers for the railroad guidebook’). 

The veteran says he was about to 

Start a racetrack of his own, when 
Ascot Park was closed by the Los 
Angeles city officials. 
“I made my mind up years ago,”’ he 
said, “to have a track on my ranch. I 
have had to fight with guns and law- 
cults and money and politics to keep 
possession of this ranch. Now I mean 
to have what I want_on it.” 

The famous old millionaire ‘‘sport’’ is 
past 79 now, but he is as eager as a 
boy over his horses. ‘fe says he has 
a colt coming onto the track this year 
that is going to scare the ‘‘talent’’ into 
fits and generally efface the earth. 

“T gave ’em a scare once,’ he said, 
“when Rey El Santa Anita went East 
18 an unknown ‘California horse and 
won the American Derhv. Well, I have 
another one coming off the. nest this 
year. Just keep your cye on the Bald- 
win colors.’’ 

Every day for weeks “Mucky” has 
been behind a smashing team of blacks 
v.atching the record-breaking construc- 
tion of the track—teamsters working in 
a c'oud of ust, swearing, cracking 
whips. thumping mules and clawing up 
the earth with enormous patent shovels. 


Track Buijt by Magic. 


Only twce months ago the first ground 
Was broken. Hundreds of carpenters 
hive been worxing under rush orders on 
the stables tlat wiil accommodcate 680 
horses. The track is reputed to be fast, 
naving been cesigned by A. A. Alien, 
constructor of some of the greatest 
racetracks in the world. 

It covers 180 acres, an old vineyard 
MAving been grubbed up ‘to make way 
for it. To please Mr. Baldwin. they 
have omitted the steeplechase course. 
“Lucky” has no admiration for jumpers. 

“They don’t seem to know how to 
train them itn this country,” he says. 
“About @very jumping race ends in a 
heap of kicking horses with the jockeys 
underneath.”’ ’ 

Anyhow, he would rather sée car- 
riages in the old-fashioned way in the 
infield. 

“Every fellow.”’ he says, “tries to 
turn out a beiter team than every other 
fellow, and it makes a great show.”’ 

For this special purpose a tunnel will 
be dug under the track to give access to 
the infield. 

Mr. Baldwin has a famous four-in- 
hand witha $10,000 gold harness. He 
hates automobiles so that none has ever 
been allowed to travel through his 
ranch. He owned phe first racing stable 
in California. ‘T) was about thirty- 
five~years ago,’’ he said, watching the 
scrapers out. at the track the other 
day. “I had f®&pay the railroad $1800 a 
car to get the horses here. I have been 
racing horses ever since. 

“That was when I first bought my 
ranch. I was a tenderfoot then and had 
come across the plains from Indiana. I 
made some money up North and came 
down here to look at a mine and ended 
by buying this ranch for $200,000." 

Old “‘Lucky’’ chuckled. “That was $20 
an acre. I have just sold this track for 
$1000 an acre. 


Warfare Wins Ranch. 


“This patch of land has seen some 
pretty strenuous times, though, so I 
guess I have earned it. There were a 
lot of squatters and I had to conduct a 
small-sized war to keep them from get- 
ting the ranch away from me. 

“When I first came on the place I 
ved in a little adobe.hut. The Mexi- 
cans used to come around every night 
and shoot through it, taking a chance 
at potting me. We never dared have a 
lamp lit at night. One night they tried 
to chloroform me by dropping a rag 
through the latch hole in the door and 
keeping it saturated. ut I happened 
io be outdoors looking at some trees at 
bthe time. When I came vuack I saw 


gan firing as they began to run. I chased 
them all around the place until my am- 
munition Was used up. 

“Another time, in a courtroom, some- 
one started to draw a gun un my lawyer 
and myself.

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HEN Augustus Thomas, the playwright, was in St. Louis visiting his 
home folks a few months ago, he talked with me a bit dubiously about a 
play he was then writing—‘‘The Witching Hour,” he called it. 

“I'm not at all sure about it’s making a hit,”’ he confessed. ‘It’s some- 
what along new lines—telepathy, or thought transference, figures in its plot 
and is a potent factor at a critical moment, and you never can tell how the 
public will take a departure from the beaten path. The play has interested me 
more than any I've ever written, but that’s no sign it will interest the play- 
going public.’’ 

The St. Louisan whom many rank as the leading American dramatist was, 
however, serenely confident as to the success of ‘“‘The Ranger,’’ written to star 
Dustin Farnum. It was a frank melodrama, with much of the atmosphere of 
an earlier Thomas success, “‘Arizona,’’ plenty of red blood, local color and 
“thrill” in it—of course it would make a bit! 

And now “The Ranger’ has failed, and it’s the doubtful telepathic play, 
‘The Witching Hour,”’ that adds another success to “Gus’’ Thomas’ list. Truly, 
indeed, “you never can tell!” 

I ominously over Peter's chances for success. 

“New York will never stand for such a play,’ they told Charles Frohman. 
“Tt’s too delicate, too ethereal, too poetic—all we want is something so smash- 
ingly obvious it won't Interfere with our digesting a heavy dinner to catch the 
drift of it.

And one man even named the exact moment of its death.

Right there, however, is where the hit of the play became apparent beyond 
all questioning. The first-night house was suddenly white with the flutter of 
handkerchiefs and vocal with shouts proclaiming New York’s belief in fairies— 
and both Tinker Bell's life and the play’s as well were saved on the instant.

S ceed. Those that went under seemed to have a clear case made against 
them—weaknesses of construction, of motive, of character-drawing, of dra- 
matic development, that made them unworthy of living. 

There's nothing to complain of in this-the time to “view with alarm” will 
arrive when a genuinely deserving play fails. In my secret soul I do not be- 
lieve that the great playgoing public ever permits such a play to fail—on the 
spur of the moment I can’t recall calamity overtaking any such, can you?

Meat Inspector Charles 
Mann of East. St. Louis vesterday or- 
dered the men to stop killing cattle on 
the ground that they were committing 
a nuisance within a mile of the city lim- 
its.

MESSENGER GREW 
RICH, BUT NEVER 
FORGOT FRIENDS 


Curby, “Tally-Ho Kid,” Spent 
$500 a Day With Associ- 
ates of Youth. 








FAST PACE KILLS HIM 


Heir to Great Fortune; Would 
Have Acquired $300,- 
000 at Thirty. 





“From messenger boy to ‘millionaire,’ 
he never forgot his old friends,’’ would 
be an appropriate epitaph for Joseph J. 
Curby, the “‘tally-ho kid,” whose fun- 
eral will take place tomorrow morning 
from the residence of his mother, Mrs. 
Mary E. Calnane, 5268 Maple avenue. 

“The tally-ho kid” died at 4:30 p. m., 
Friday after a brief illness due to con. 
sumption brought on by high living. He 
was not quite 24 years old and had he 
lived to be 30 would have been worth 
$300,000 in cash. 

For more than three months following 
his becoming of age Curby spent an 
average of $500 a day. When he was 21 
he received $47,000 in a lump sum and 
from the time that money was spent up 
to his fatal illness he drew an income 
of about $2000 a month, not a penny of 
which was left at the time of his death. 

Heir to Great Fortune. 

Curby inherited his fortune from his 
grandfather, Joseph Curby, who was 
vice-president and general manager of 
the Drummond Tobacco Co. With the 
exception of an uncle who resides in 
South St. Louis, Curby was sole heir 
to the entire Curby fortune, his father 
having died before the grandfather. 

Before he came into his wealth Curby 
was a messenger boy for the Mound 
City Livery Co. When he became 21 
years old and received the first in- 
stallment of his legacy, $47,000, he quit 
his position, but he did not quit his 
livery stable associates. The first tr§ng 
he did was to hire a four-in-hand tally- 
ho from his former employers and také 
a crowd of hostlers and cab drivers out 
for a “time.” He “blew in’’ about $600 
on that oc¢asion. The next day he hired 
the tally-ho again and took out another 
party, paying all the expenses of the 
trip. He repeated the performance al- 
most daily for three months and then 
his friends began to call him “the tally- 
ho kid.”’ 

Gne night before his $47,000 was ‘‘blown 
in,’ Curby was treating a large crowd 
of friends in the saloon of Fred Mi- 
chaels, at Cardinal and Lawton ave- 
nues. 

“Michaels can have anything I've 
got,’’ Curby was telling his comrades tn 
front of the bar when Michaels sudden- 
ly asked him to step to the front of the 





saloon, saying he’ had something of tm- 


“Well, I'll tell you what I want to 
talk about, Joe,”’ said Michaels. ‘I'm 
getting tired of the saloon business and | 
I want to open an undertaking estab-/ 
lishment. I need just $100) to do it 
with. Will you iet me have that 
amount ‘"’ 

“Will you take my check?” said Cur- 
by, and before Michaels could make re- 
ply the young man had his check book 
on the bar and was making out a check 
for $1000, which he afterward handed to 
Michaels. 

When automobiles became the craze 
Curby quit hiring tallyhos and became 
a regular speed maniac. There was 
hardly a night that he could not be seen 
with a large party of friends in a big 
touring car. Curby sought no employ- 
ment after he became of age. Once in 
awhile he would remove his coat, put on 
an apron and work for a bartender who, 
he thought, needed rest. Once Curby 
seriously contemplated going into busi- 
ness. He opened a restaurant at Twen- 
ty-eighth and Olive streets, only to see 
the whole thing fade away. He would 
not look after the business and within 
a week there was no business. 

Curby thought more of his friends 
than he did of himself. He himself was 
his only enemy. Several times Curby’s 


the speed limit. Curby always paid the 
fines. Once a party being entertained 
by Curby became boisterous and fell 
into the hands of the police. Curby was 
lectured by the Sergeant. 

Would Pay Million Fine. 

“That's what I want,” said Curby. 
“They're my friends and if they're 
locked up.I want to be locked up, 
too. Send us to court. I don’t care. 
If we're fined a million dollars, I'll 
pay it.” 

In all of his adventures Curby never 
got into serious trouble. He was a 
gentleman at all times. The only 
out-of-town trips Curby ever took 


were to West Baden Springs. He trav- 
eled there several times, on each oc- 
casion with four or five friends. He 
would allow his friends $25 a day 
and if they ran short he would 
“bawl them out” in such a way that 
made them laugh. Then he would 
“loosen up’ and let them have more. 
Curby’s father died when “the tal- 
ly-ho kid” was a child. The mother 
remarried 13 years afterward and 
then Joe left home. A few hours be- 
fore he died Curby was planning a 
trip to Florida for his health. He 
told his mother he intended taking 
some of his friends along with him. 
For the past three years Curby had 
made his headquarters at the saloon, 
2801 Olive street, formerly conducted 
by William May, now constable in 
Justice Martin. Moore’s court, Curby 
spent a fortune in that saloon alone.

continue to fight for possession of the 
girl. 

“Kathleen gets no religious training,”’ 
Mrs. Bates said, ‘and I think the house- 
keeper at Mr. O’Connor’s home, who is 
also her nurse, ought not to have the 
care of her. I offered to take the 
housekeeper’s place and do her work at 
$15 a month, in order to be near Kath- 
leen,and~give her the proper religious 
training.’’ 

Mrs, Bates said she did not coerce the 
child and seemed surprised when told 
that O’€onnor had recovered her from 
St. Jogeph’'s Convent in Carondelet, 
Where Mrs. Bates took her. He got a 
habeas corpus writ, but did net use it. 

The child spent last evening amid a 
happy gathering of her friends and her 
father’s friends at their home, 4210A 
Olive street, repeating her experiences 
during the 24 hours she spent in the con- 
vent. She sald she wept all Friday 
might, fearing she would never see her 
father again. 

Woman Breaks Down. * 

After O'Connor learned from giri 
friends of Kathleen and from the prin- 
cjpal of the school that Mrs. Bates had 
Waited at the school Friday afternoon 
for the child and had taken her away, 
he believed the two had left St. Louis, 
as a telegram, signed ‘‘Marie,””’ was re- 
ceived at 3454 Lindell avenue, where 


Mrs. Bates boarded, to that effect. 

A telephone message to the lawyer 
yesterday afternoon from a friend in- 
formed him that Mrs. Bates was at 
21 Morgan street. She refused to tell 
him where the child was, and he had a 
policeman arrest her. She was obdurate 
at the Deer Street Station, but, when 
taken to the Four Courts, she broke 
down and told of the convent hiding 
place. In her youth Mrs. Bates was a 
novitiate at the Saered Heart Convent, 
and her religious objections to Kath- 
leen's nurse were her reason for kid- 
naping the child, O'Connor says she 
told him.

Q’Connor at cree drew up a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, and 


it was issued, returnable Monday be- 
fore Judge Shields. It is not’ probable 
there will be further proceed- 
as O'Connor, when he called at 
convent with the writ, accom- 
panied by a deputy sheriff and an- 
other attorney, readily obtained hfs 
daughter.

An improved tone characterized the 
week in realty, but the volume of trans- 
actions was not large. It was con- 
fined almost exclusively to purchases 
in the residential districts, embracing 
flats and business corners and of deeds 
of trust, none of which was of more 
than passing interest. Except for the 
execution of a few isolated short-term 
leases of stores and buildings, the mar- 
ket in the business center was compara- 
tively unproductive. 

In view of the strong undercurrent, an 
anomalous situation obtains. It is, how- 
ever, plausibly explained in realty cir- 
cles. 

Many of the prospective purchasers 
are novices in the realty field, and are 
deferring purchasing until they htve be- 
come conversant with conditions, wi®- 
advanced prices, coincident with the 
new realty demand, are a source of em- 
barrassment to negotiations. As to op- 
erations in the business center, it is 
said that several, involving the erection 


of important new buildings, are project-. 


ed, but at this time the requisite capi- 
tal for their prosecution is not forthcom- 
ing. 

Money From Panama Bonds. 

The new tide in finance incident to 
Roosevelt's proposed Panama bond is- 
sue will, it was said, afford buoyancy 
for all legitimate enterprises. 

It was the opinion of Harry L. Hay- 
del, presigent of the Haydel Realty 
Co., that if the money provided by the 
Panama bonds and Treasury certificates 
were disbursed by the banks in a bona 
fide manner and to the extent it was 
received, it could have only a whole- 
some effect.

His Wife His Model. 

One of the nine life-ruling principles 
is giver up to his respect for women.

Booth believes that no one is ever too 
busy to be gallant, that the foundation 
of society lies in respect of women. 

“Outside my great moral code,” said 
Gen. Booth in his rooms at the Southern 
Hotel yesterday, ‘I have just three 
guiding principles in life. I love life, en- 
joy life, and live it with a vim. I must 
get everything out of it that I can. 

‘'Ts do this I follow three great prin- 
ciples, three great basic truths that can 
be expressed in three words—enthusiasm, 
concentration and tenacity. . 

“Enthusiasm moves the world. Show 
me a man who is enthusiastic over his 
work and I will show you a*man who is 
successful. That is the secret of the 
moving power of the President. He has 
it in unlimited quantities; whether it is 
a bear hunt or the settling of an in- 
ternational war he goes into it with 
the enthusiasm of a schoolboy at a top- 
spinning. 

Concentration an Essential. 

“Concentration goes hand in hand 
with enthusiasm. Do one thing at a 
time and do it with all the soul. there 
is in you. The man who concentrates 
is the man who wins out. When a sub- 
ject is under consideration use every 
bit of brain energy you have. ‘Napoleon 
is but another word for concentration. 

“The third pointer to success is 
tenacity of purpose. Personally, — when- 
ever I undertake anything the whole 
world can’t turn me aside. The great

HE bones of many of the old heroes who founded St. Lous are piled loosely in a 
] big brick vault beneath St. Bridget's Catholic Church, Jefferson avenue and Carr 


street.

Bevond a pile of broken gravestones, away back. beneath the body of the 


Open that, 


thrust your lighted candle arm ’s length within and you twill see skulls and bones all inter- 
mingled. They glisten in the candle light, and the rows of teeth gleam at you. The bones 
in this bin are almost level with your face. From the surface of the pile some protrude like 


hlackened limbs of trees. 


In the uncertain, flickering light of the tallow dip these protrud- 


ing bones throw upon the opposite wall grotesque shadows that wag and bow at you. 


HSE are the bones of the pioneers of St. 
Louis. Somewhere in that pile are the 
bones « Pontiac, the great Indian chief- 

tain. And among them are the mortal remains of 
Chouteaus, of Bertholds, of O’Fallons. Labadees, 
Gratiots, Martigneys, Moquets, Barreres, Delisles 
and of many others who died when St. Louis was 
a trading post of the Wild West. 

Perhaps from that very skull, lying upon its 
side in a far corner of the vault, with the dust of 
half a century upon it, looked forth eyes that 
gaw the site of St. Louls when there was not 
a house upon it, when the “Big Mound” was yet 
undisturbed. That thin bone beside it may have 
strengthened the arm of one of the old voy- 
ageurs who pushed his batteau every autumn to 
the headwaters of the Missouri to trap and hunt. 

For nearly fifty years this pile of bones has 
lain there in the darkness of that vault. For 
50 years before that they lay beneath the ground. 
For these bones have been dead, some of them, 
for 100 years, and many of them for a longer 
tima, 

When the Bones Were Dug Up. 

The bones were of persons originally buried 
in the first graveyard in St. Louis. It was be- 
tween Market and Walnut and Second and Third 
streets. When the old Cathedral was built there 
the bones were dug up and moved to a newer 
Catholic cemetery, where St. Bridget's Catholic 
Church now stands, at Carr street and Jefferson 
avenue. When the city grew out, around and 
beyond this graveyard, the land became too val- 
uable for a cemetery and all of the bones were 
dug up and inclosed ir the vault beneath the 
new St. Bridget’s Church, which was built in 
1#69. And there they have lain ever since, long 
forgotten by the generation that placed them 
there and unknown to the generation of today. 


When Laclede Liguest laid out St. Louis he 
apportioned block 59, bounded by Market, Wal- 
nut, Second and Third streets, for church pur- 
poses, Just when the first church was built there 
is not clear, but June 24, 1770, Father Gibault 
bleased the “church of wood" that stood there. 
At that time the church had no bell and the peo- 
ple were called to worship by pounding an iron 
pestle against an old iron mortar. In 1774 a bell 
was bought and hung in the Nttle wood church. 
The history of this bell was told as follows by

“My recollection of this church is very dis- 
tinct. The gallery around the church supported 
by cedar posts, notched and whittled by the vil- 
lage urchins, the swallows’ nests under the eaves, 
the little belfry and its bell, always rung by old 
Alexis Lalande, bell ringer, at morning, noon and 
sunset. 

“When this church was demolished in 1820, I 
think its bell was sent to Carondelet, for the use 
of the church there, and is still to be found in 
the belfry of the schoolhouse of the Christian 
In St. Mary’s Church in Carondelet 
can still be found the remains of the pews and 
benches which were used in the old church at 
St. Louis.’ 

Before block 59 was laid out for church and 
cemetery purposes a few bodies had been buried 
there, among them that of Pontiac, the great In- 
dian chieftain. In 1769, defeated and downheart- 
ed, he came to St. Louis to visit his old friend, St. 
Ange de Bellerive, who was then commandant 
of the French post here. Pontiac was dressed in 
a full uniform of French regimentals, given him 
by Montcalm in Quebec. He crossed the river 
o the French settlement of Cahokia and was in- 
toxicated for several days. A Kaskaskia Indian 
enticed the old chief into the woods and toma- 
hawked him. He was given a barrel of whisky 
by an English trader as pay for the murder. St. 
Ange brought the body of the old chief across to 
St. Louis and he was buried with all the honors 
of war in the old Catholic graveyard. 

The first white man to be buried in this cem- 
etery after it was set apart for that purpose was 
John B. Oliver. He was buried Jan. 7, 1771, and 
Rene Kiercerean officiated at his funeral. The 
bones of that old pioneer may be among those in 
the vault beneath St. Bridget’s. 


Record of St. Ange’s Burial. 

St. Ange was buried there in 1774, as the fol- 
lowing entry in the Cathedral archives shows: 

“In the year 1774, 27th Dec., I, the undersigned, 
have interred in the cemetery of this parish the 
body’of Hon. Louis de St. Ange, Captain attached 
to the Battalion of Louisiana, administered of the 
sacraments of the church. 

“FR. VALENTIN.” 
the first Catholic priest 
Louis. He was the priest 
from 1772 to 1775. In those years he buried in 
the old cemetery 42 whites, 11 negroes and 19 
Indians. All of their bones now rest in the vault 
beneath St. Bridget's Church. 

In 1774 a new church was built to take the 
place of the old one and bodies were buried be- 
neath the floor of this church. as the following 
entry in the Cathedral archives shows: 

“In the year 1780, the. 28 June, J. Capuchin,

Child marriages seem to be on the in- 
crease in St. Louis. Is it a kindergarten fad? Or, 
is it a craze of youthful fancy? It begins to look 
like an epidemic of transient impulse. At any 
rate, there have lately been an unusual number 
of unions in wedlock of immature boys and girls. 
Here is evidence from the daily news: 

“Two child brides, both 14, aré very happy’'— 
“Infant, two years a wife, gets a divorce’— 
“Child bride renounces parents for her love’’— 
“Tiny wife freed from _ six-footer’—‘‘Moiher 
whips bridal couple’—“ ‘Little Mother’ wants to 
wed to help family’—‘“Child bride on trial in 
Juvenile Court’—‘Young ‘Newlyweds’ sent to 
cell by irate fatLer’’—and so on. 

These are just a few top lines taken at random 
from the many juvenile love stories in real life 
which now so frequently appear in print. These 
news stories give only a few fucts, pertinent in- 
ecicents and features, a little color. and then they 
slose. The public reads that the youngsters have 
sealed the “compacts born of a single moonlight 
night” and are “to live happily every after,” or 
else that the warm dreams of youth have been 
rudely, tragically shattered. 

Some of these little stories are a thousand times 
more interesting than fiction; they are quick with

the elements of romance; they are both very sim- 
ple and most complex; and they present a serious 
problem, one that is now more than ever engaging 
the thought of physiologist, psychologist, sociolo- 
gist. They are human interest stories, whose 
characters live, and these characters, not mere 
puppets of the fictionist, appeal deeply to older 
people, who can sympathize with them, though 
they criticise them at the same time. These boy 
benedicts, of such wonderful assurance, who face 
duties which they cannot possibly appreciate, and 
these heroines—they take hold on the heart- 
strings, they plumb the depths of tenderness. 
The St. Louis child marriages are not out of the 
ordinary. They spring from love, impediments of 
religion, family, fortune, social position, consent; 
from promiscuous mixing in dance halls, skating 
rinks, gardens; from laxity of chaperonage; from 
association in factories, schools, churches. One 
little girl wants a home, another desires to be 
loved and petted, another is influenced by the 
freedom with which married people discuss their 


rome, and another is “just crazy about him.”

olescence, “affinity,” advertisements by justices, 
‘furniture aavertisements, and propinguity, al! 
> ping influence the very young whose 
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hearts are aflame. Sometimes the youngsters sce 
no way out financially, and so they decide on .an 
elopement—it saves expenses. Let’s look at some 
recent cases of child marriage: 

Helen Jackman was the daughter of Fred Jack- 
man, a Ghetto dealer in angleworms. Six months 
ago Jesse Vincent, 21, met Helen at her home. 
On the whitewashed wall of the basement room 
hung a guitar. Jesse took down the instrument 
and sang some old love songs his mother had 
taught him. Pretty soon his love songs and 
the music he picked from the guitar won Helen. 
Jesse told her he would like to take care of her. 
He proposed that she give up her position and 
marry him. Though Helen was but 14, parental 
consent was given, and then the little girl be- 
came a bride. “I intend to live as I have seen 
my mother live,” she said. “I don’t see why peo- 
ple need call me a ‘child wife.’, Of course, I’m 


young, but Jesse is big and strong, and I am’ 


well and happy.”’ One of Helen’s older sisters 
was married several years ago at 15. 

In August, Hazel Gayle, 14 years old, stitcher 
in a shoe factory, eloped with George Baugus.

They were married in Clayton. When the girl 
returned home, her mother asked her about the 
marriage, and she confessed. Mrs. Gayle had ob- 
Jected to the wedding on account of the girl’s 
age, and felt a little bit severe about the elope- 
ment, but Hazel was quite sure all would turn 
out well. Then it was recalled that Hazel’s sister 
eloped when she was but 14, and that seemed to 
settle matters—Hazel was forgiven. 

The above are the stories of two apparently 
happy child marriages. The sacred writing of 
the Hindus do not appear to sanction child mar- 
riages, but they are prevalent and injurious. 


Well, there is something pathetic about some 
child marriages in this country, too. At 14 Flor- 
ence Hamann, the daughter of a foundryman in 
Duchouguette street, quit school. Later she went to 
Grand Haven, Mich., and there married George 
B Anderson, now a second-hand dealer and hauler 
in South Fourth street, St. Louis. When the 
couple returned here, the young wife went home 
to her father, who took her marriage certificate 
to the police and the girl was turned over to the 
Juvenile Court, which sent her first to a hos- 
pital and then to the Industrial School.

tramp,’ A No. 1 rattled off. “Anybody can look 
dilapidated; it takes the man on to his job to look 
presentabie. I have two suits of clothes. I have 
a suit of jumpers, with blouse and gloves, that 
I wear when I am on the rod. When I get to 
a town I skin the cheap suit off, get a shave and 
look just as you see me now. Let me get into a 
station on the rods of a passenger, and by the 
time a passenger gets off and is ready to take a 
car, I will be at his side, looking just as pre- 
sentable as he uoes.” 

He has an exact record of every year since he 
has been a man of the rods. Every time he zgeis 
off a train at a large city he looks to see how 
many miles he has come from the place where he 
last got off. Since the first of January this year 
he has traveled 9850 miles, and his railroad 
fare has been 5 cents. He spent this amount in 
Connecticut, between Westhave and New Haven. 
He got on an electric car and could not bluff his 
way. 

During the year 1906 he traveled 19,335 miles, at 
au expense of 26 cents. During 1907 he will not 
cover more than 12,000 miles, lacking 7000 of what 
he made the year before.

Looking as if He Had Come in a Bandbox, and Put up at a Hotel but Slept on the» 
Floor--- This Nomadic Genius Has a Hobby--It’s BATHING!--and Makes His Wey

the Most Unique Rover That Ever Rode the Rods of a Fl ee 
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Since A No. 1 has been a knight of the road 
he has traversed 445,620 miles, an average of 
18,567 miles a year, or 1547 a month. 

No tramp in all the world has a like record. 

A No. 1 has a rule never to stay in one town 
longer than a few hours. He has followed this 
for 24 years. He usually stays in a large city 
like St. Louis one day. 

“You don’t think I look like a tramp?” he ques- 
tioned hurriedly. “I don’t want to. I put up 
at the best hotels, if I have the money, when I 
am in a city. If I haven’t got money enough I 
gc to a cheaper one. If I am without money, it’s 
a boxcar for me. This suit cost me $40. I have 
it pressed twice a week. I can’t afford to look 
like a bum. It’s a matter of business with me.”’ 

“You have a, business, then?” 

“Yes, certainly. I have a profession. There 
is no other one like it in all the world. I in- 
vented it myself. It is carving faces on pota- 
toes. This is the way I do it.” 

A No. 1 drew from his pocket a heavy clasp 
knife, and began on a large-sized tuber. He rap- 
idly pared it, and commenced nicking and goug- 
ing holes in it. In three minutes it was the head 
of an Irishman; he finished another, an Indian, 
and a third, representing a Dutchman. The work 
leoked easy, but it showed skill. 

“Now, when ! get hard up, I stop on a street 
corner, get a crowd around me, carve potatoes 
and sell them at 25 cents each. When | get flush 
I go on. If I would work all day 1 could maze 
from $4 to $8, but I never have time enough to 
stay in a town all day.” 

While in St. Louis he stopped at a_hotei 
within a block of Union Station. He had a room 
te himself, but he did not lie down w»ven the 
bed. He slept upon the floor. He feared that if 
he slept upon a bed one night he would catch 
cold the next night that he spent on the rods 
underneath a passenger train. 

He never rides on the “plush,” as seats are 
called among the profession. He has consci- 


entious scruples against it. If he were given a 
pass he. would go to the rods. Sitting in a chair 
car looking out the window is too commonplace; 
anybody can do that. There is not the roar and 
rattle and excitement accompanied by a struggle 
with death under a train. The train, when one is 
lying prone, with the cinders stinging his hands, 
with the suffocation of the dust in his nostrils 
seems to be going twice as fast as it reaily is. 
The rider does not dare to go to sleep; if he re- 
laxes his hold for a moment, his life would pay 
the penalty. Often a tramp will ride on the rods 
for 24 or 36 hours, without once dozing. A tramp 
soon develops abnormally large muscles in his 
forearms. This is from gripping the rods for a 
hand-hold. The strength of his arms is in direct 
proportion to his lease on life. 

A No. 1 scorns to ride any other place than 
on the trucks. 

In 1894 A No. 1 won a gold medal and $1000 as 
a prize offered by an Eastern magazine for the 
person who would make the quickest trip across 
the continent, from ocean to ocean. There were 
many competitors. All were to start at San Fran- 
cisco, at the edge of the ocean, and race to New 
York, and to the Atlantic Ocean. Not a cent of 
money was to be spent in fare; 1 cent would lose 
the medal for a man, although he was the first 
man to arrive. A No. 1 won the medal and the 
money, With the record of 11 days and 6 hours. 
He carries the medal on his suspenders as a 
proud trophy of his achievement. A No. 1 ts the 
fustest traveling tramp in the world. 

In addition to this honor, A No. 1 has the rec- 
ord for being the hardest tramp in the United 
States to put off a trrin. A few years ago the 
Gould road in Arkansas made the announcemen. 
that no tramp cou'd ride on it. The train crews 
were all given spccial {ns‘-uctions to throw off 
any man found stecling his way, even if the 
train was going at full speed. Many tramvs had 
lost their lives in just this manner. The rail- 
rcad was looked upon as a hoodoo to bums. But 


when the offer of $50 was made to any tramp who 
would ride the road 100 miles, A No. 1 hurried 
to Arkansas. 

One evening just before a passenger was pull- 
ing out of Fort Smith a tramp came up to the 
engineer and said: ‘I am going to ride you out 
cof here inside of a week.” 

The engineer told him that if he did he would 
be in the baggage car ahead, and then warned the

Thomas Pryor Gore, United States Senator

from the new State of Oklahoma, owes his suc- 


cess almost wholly to his wife. Gore 1s blind, has 
been totally blind since he was a little boy. 
But, blind as he was, he determined to get an 
education and to be a great man some day. He 
went to the public schools in Mississippi and 
then to a university, and all. that he 
learned he got by having others read _ to 
him. Then he studied law, sitting for hours 
while the pages of law books were read to him 
in endless monotone. He was admitted to the 
bar and became noted as an orator. He went 
into politics and was campaigning for Bryan in 
Texas when he met Miss Nina Key in the town 
of Palestine. 

He has told since that he fell in love with her 
the moment he heard her voice in the home of 
her father. She admits that her heart was filled 
with sympathy and pity for the blind orator the 
fiist time she saw him, and a great poet has said 
that pity is akin to love. They were married in 
1900 and in 1901, when the Kiowa and Com- 
anche country was opened to settlement in Okla- 
homa, they went there to live in the town of Law- 
ton. 

_ Mrs. Gore has been eyes and ears to her blind 
husband. _In sympathy with his ambition to 
make a success in politics she studied political 


‘economy, and the political and business history of 


‘+ this and other countries, and night after night 


-. homa Territorial Senate, 
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she read books and newspapers to him, keeping 


him informed in every way. 


She Was Constantly at His Side. 
When Senator Gore was a member of the Okla- 
in 1902, his wife was 
constantly by his side. She was his private sec- 
retary, his committee clerk, his companion in his 
walks about the capital city of the Territory, his 
daily attendant at meals, his guide on the streets, 
and always ready and willing to aid him. Her 
devotion to him and to his ambition was for the 
first time noticed by the people of Oklahoma dur- 
ing his term in the Assembly, and having seen 
her there and witnessed this devotion, the Okla- 
homans generally give her a great share of the 
credit for his nomination, which means elec- 


“tion to the United States Senate. 


When the time came to make the senatorial 


‘campaign, Mr. Gore was without the necessary 


funds to defray even the legitimate expenses of 
it His opponents were all men of wealth. Two 
of them were millionaires, the third was rated 
but a little short of a million in wealth, and all 
the others had accumulated money in the legal 
and banking professions. But Gore had nothing 
The home of the Gores in Lawton was a cot- 
tage, worth perhaps $2500. It was all the prop- 
erty they had, They decided to mortgage it for 


money to carry on the senatorial campaign. They 


borrowed $1200 upon it, and every dollar of it 
was spent in the campaign. 

Upon the floors of this cottage there were no 
carpets—they were too poor to have them. The 
furniture was of the cheapest kind. [t+ had takeh 
years of scrimping and saving upon the part 
of the faithful wife to pay for that cottage home. 
Yet she staked it upon the chance of her bus- 
band’s success, and it was a narrow chance 
then. And from this cottage in Lawton Mr. Gore's 
campaign was conducted. 

With a campaign fund of only $1200 Mr. Gore 


os — not hire clerks to carry on his fight, and 
bis wife accepted the responsibility of managing 


re campaign, and the result shows the success 
it » which she worked. All correspondence with 
cia ‘yoohacmeenaels men was done by her, 
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and with the assistance of a nephew of her hus- 
band, she sent out all the campaign literature, 
never resting once during the several months 
through which the campaign extended. 

Night after night, generally until past mid. 
night, these two worked, addressing envelopes 
and newspaper wrappers to voters. throughout 
the new Ctate, with only the light from a kero- 
sene lamp by which to work. In all proba- 
bility, never before was a campaign managed and 
won under such extremely difficult and disco:rag- 
ing circumstances. But it was the woman’s per- 
severance and will that won the fight, and when 
later Judge Gore 
State convention in Oklahoma City, it was with 
words of truth and love he told the delegates that 
to his wife should be awarded the credit for the 
victory. And as the delegates gave cheer after 
cheer, the wife on the platform beside her hus- 
band shed tears of joy. 

“T know the disheartening circumstances under 
which she worked during that campaign,” said 
a Lawton friend of Gore. “No man could have 
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worked such wonders with such conditions sut- 
rounding him, and many a woman would have 
failed utterly. But she seemed to have supernu- 
man strength. Many a night I have visited the 
cottage to see what aid I could give, and never 
did I see her idle. The floors of the rooms were 
bare, all surroundings would have meant dis- 
couragement and defeat to me, but she smi'ed 
through it all, and when questioned would al- 
ways state that the victory would be theirs. And 
she is so modest about it all. So far as she is 
concerned, she would prefer that only her. hus- 
band’s name would be mentioned in the press, 
and that she would be permitted to remain mod- 
estly in the rear.

velopes with which to send the circulars through 
the mails.”’

Champ Clark, the picturesque politician and 
Congressman of Pike County, Missouri, once said: 

“All I am or ever hope to be I owe to my wife.” 

When Mrs. Clark married Champ Glark he was 
only an obscure lawyer. He had not made his 
entry inte public life; he was the graduate of a 
small college, but had not been considered out of 
the ordinary. —.

She was a young 
woman of great mentality and aggressiveness, 
coupled with womanliness.

Champ Clark had neve~ been con- 
sidered a spellbinder. Mrs. Clark gave him a 
regular course in Demosthenes’ and 
art. Day after day, and month after month, she 
trained him in tricks of the voice. She carefully 
rewrote his speeches and drilled him. Champ was 
in reality in school again. The result is that 
he is now considered one of the oratois of Con- 
gress. 

It is whispered that the Missouri Congressman 
never makes a speech even now unless it has 
been rehearsed in the presence of Mrs. Champ 
Clark. 

Joseph W. Folk, Governor of Missouri, was 26 
years old when he married Miss Gertrude Glass. 
They were born in the same town—Brownsville 
Tenn.—and their homes were across the street 
from each other. They were boy and girl lov- 
ers, and were lovers yet when young Mr. Folk 
graduated from a law school and went to practice 
his profession in Brownsville.

The cure was to 
lay upon the scalp and drill a hole through the 
skull to let the vapors out, Where is the physi- 
cian who would do that now? Yet our own fad 
of opening a person's bowels and cutting off the 
appendix may be just as foolish. | 

“There was a time, only a few hundred years 
ago,” continues this writer, “when fever was 
treated with music, when human bones were 
ground up and drunk for the cure of ulcers. 
when human blood was prescribed for epilepsy. 
Aqua Divina, a remedy advertised as having great 
virtue, was made by cutting in pieces the body 
of a healthy man who had died a violent death 
and distilling it with ground human bones. It 
was given as a draft.”

Scores ‘‘Prescription Nonsense.’’ 

“This nonsense about the writing of prescrip- 
tions is on a line with all the other frauds of the 
medical profession,’ says this writer. “It is 
a busiriess of pretensions, misrepresentations and 
frauds. ” 

Even such a high authority as the London Lan- 
set said in a recent issue: 

“In medicines and surgery, as in all arts and 
sciences, methods become general, they lapse ino 
disuse, to be revived possibly at a later period 
and then to achieve a popularity which attaches 
to a supposed new thing.” 


Some of the most eminent physicians were 
asked recently to give their opinions of medicine 
and medical doctors. A few of the replies are 
here given: 

Dr. C. E. Page, Boston, Mass.: 

“From the time in which the father of his 
country, affected by a simple and readily cur- 
able malady, pharyngitis, was killed by bleed- 
ing, up to the most recent catastrophe (Feb. 3, 
1907), of a needless operation for appendicitis, 
which killed a distinvuished New York statesman, 
such operations have killed no end of good men 
and women.” 

Prof. Oliver Wendell Holmes, who was for many 
years one of the medical faculty of Harvard Med- 
ical School, said before his class: 

“The disgrace of medicine is that colossal sys- 
tem of self-deception, in obedience to which mines 
have been emptied of their cankering minerals, 
the vegeteble kingdom robbed of all its growth, 
the entrai!s of animals taxed for their impurities, 
the poison bags of reptiles drained of their ven- 
om, and all the conceivable abominations thus ob- 
tained thrust down the throats of individuals suf- 
fering from some fault of organization, nourish- 
ment or vital st:mulation.” 

Prof. Velentine Mott, the great surgeon, says: 
“Of all sciences, medicine is the most uncertain.” 

Dr. Abercrombie, fellow of the Royal ‘College 
of Physicians of Edinburgh, says: “Medicine has 
been called by philosophers the art of conjectur- 
ing; the science of guessing.” 

Prof. Henle, the great German pathologist and 
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teacher says: ‘Medical science, at all times, has 
been a medley of empirically acquired facts and 
theoretical observations.” 

Dr. Jacob Bigelow, formerly president of the 
Massachusetts Medical Society, says: “The pre- 
mature death of medical men brings with it the 
humiliating conclusion that medicine is still an 
ineffectual speculation.”’ 

Prof. Gregory of the Edinburgh Medical Col- 
lege said to his medical class: “Gentlemen, 99 
out: of every 100 medical facts are medical lies, 
and medical doctrines are, for the most part, 
stark, staring nonsense.”’ 

Sir John Forbes, fellow of the Royal College 
of Physicians, London, and physician to the 
Queen’s household, said: “No systematic or theo- 
retical classification of diseases or therapeutic 
agents ever yet promulgated is true, or anything 
like truth, and none can be adopted as a safe 
guidance in practice.” 


On the Germ Theory of Disease. 

Even the germ theory of disease has been at- 
tacked by high.medical authority. 

Dr. Alexander M. Ross, fellow of» the Royal 
Society of England, member of the Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Quebec and On- 
tario, professor of hygiene and sanitation at 
the St. Louis Hygienic College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, vice-president of the Association of 
Hvgienis's of America, member of the ninth ses- 
sion of the International Medical Congress, mem- 
ber of the British, French and American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, etc., etc., 
Bays: “I charge that they have encouraged super- 
stition and* humbug by the germ theory of dis- 
ease. I do not question the existence of infinitisi- 
mal micro-oragnisms; but they are the,-result, not 
the cause of disease. They are the scavengers,

O MINE for a 
whisky! 
Why ever heard of digging down into 
the earth for w. sky? 

But a company of sane, careful nusiness men 
of St. Louis is being ‘ormed te do that very 
thing. They will invest thousands or dollars to 
burrow into the earth for whisky and they expect 
to make a million out of it. 

The whisk lies 30 feet beneath the quicksands 
near the Missouri River. It has lain there undis- 
turbed for 42 years, becoming riper and more 
mellow withthe years. A whole carge of it has 
been .ying there ~ince 1855—o2 years. Think of 
taking a drink of whisky 52 years old! What 
an aroma it would have! What an enormous 
price the connois-eurs of the rich New York 
clubs would pay for a callon or two of that 
5z-year-old +. ‘1isky! 

The whiskr ‘or which the St. Loiis company 
will mine was aboard river steamboats that 
sunk years ago and were’ vered py the shift- 
ing sands of the treacherous Missouri River and 
are now buried miles away from the river's 
present cours’. Three stcainloats that carried 
cargoes of whisky lie buried beneath these sands. 
C-e of them i the Twiligrk that sunk above 
Napoleon, Mo., Sept; 10, 1865 She carried 400 
barrels of whisky. Another is the Arabia, which 
sunk below Parkville. She carried several hun- 
cred barrels of whisky. The third is the William 
Baird. which was sunk in 1855, near Waverly. 
She carried 1 full cargo of whisky. 


Will Also Seek $60,000 in Gold. 


The company will also try to recover the treas- 
ure of $60,000 in; gold coin which was aboard 
a boat that sunk near the mouth of the Lamine 
River, above Boonville, Mo. A company, of 
which ex-Gov. Lon V. Stephens was a member 
tried to reaca this boat and recover the treasure 

Along the Missoiri River, from its mouth 
up to the head of navigation, are the wrecks 
of 273 steamboats. The company will try and 
locate those that are buried beneath the sands. 

Nearly all of the steamboats sunk in the Mis- 
souri River were wrecked by snags. The three 
whisky-laden boats were sunk in that way. The 
Twilight struck a snag while toiling upstream in 
the night from St. Louis, heavily laden with 
whisky and a miscellaneous cargo for the fron- 
tier settlements near the head of navigation. The 
man at the wheel felt his boat plump against 
something which went through the planking with 
a crushing, rending noise, and he knew it was 
a snag, one of those big logs anchored to the 
bottom by its roots and with a sharp, jagged 
end protruding from the water at an angle of 
45 degrees. The snag tore through the hull of 
the Twilight and the yellow water poured in. The 
pilot, knowing that in a few minutes she would 
sink, gave the signal for full speed and headed 
for the shore. The boat. sank in/i0 feet of water 
and the crew and passengers escaped from the 
hurricane deck in the boats. 

The boat’s hull settled in the soft mud of 
the river’s bottom and the swirling waters de- 
posited around her a bed of sand, filling every 
crevice and nook of the boat. The high water 
of the next spring covered the boat to a depth 
of 30 feet. In the years that followed the river's 
bed shifted and the spot where the buried steam- 
er Hes is now a mile from the nearest bank pf 
the river. Great trees of willow and cottonwood 
grow above it. 


Experience of a Kansas City Company.

Was preserved by tradition and a few years ago 
a man in the neighborhood undertook to find 
her. He took a long steel rod and ran it down 
into the soft sand at different places until] he 
struck a hard substanec..

outlined her hull upon the surface by stakes 
driven into the ground. Then he went to Kan- 
gas City and orgamzed a company to dig down 
to the boat. At a depth of 10 feet quicksand was 
aiseovered, which made the work of digging ex- 
pensive and difficult. The company used the 
erude method of bracing the sides of the shaft 
with planking and the silt was pumped out by 
a powerful engine. After a month of discourage- 
ments and hard work the boat's deck was reached 
‘and a row of the whisky barrels were found. At 
this very moment, when success seemed at hand, 
the silt and quicksand came in so fast that not 
even a barrel of the whisky could be raised to 
the surface. The superintendent of the work 
reached a barrel of it by cutting through the oak 
staves with « Latchet, and he baled it out into 
a bucket and it was lifted by a rope to the surface. 
In this way a barrel was emptied and the whisy 
was put into a «ew varre] at the surface. Then 
_the work had to be abandoned, the money ad- 
--yanced for the work had been used up; and since 
then the wreck with its rich freight of whisky 
ngs been undisturbed.

City company demonstrated that the barrels were 
preserved almost as good as they ever were. The 
oak staves of the barrels were turned black in 
color by the action of the water, but no silt 
or water had soaked through to the _ liquor | 
within. :

The barrel of whisky recovered from the deck 
of the Twilight was taken to Kansas City and 
was sold to the leading club of business men. The! 
price paid for it was $400. It was estimated that, 
the barrel contained 4) gallons of whisky, and: 
this price_was at the rate of $10 a gallon. After 
the story of the whisky had been printed in the 
newspapers a saloon keeper in Kansas City 
offered the club $1000 for the barrel of “Twilight’”’ 
whisky. He intended to sell it for 50 cents a 
drink, which would have cleared him a thousand 
or, two dollars, but his offer was refused and 
the whisky was drunk by the members of the 
club, being served only upon special occasions. 

The richness—mellowness and aroma of that! 
whisky are talked of to this day in every gather- 
ing of club members where the merits of any 
particular brand of liquor is up for discussion. ! 
Ir is said that when the glasses were filled with ! 
it its pungent aroma filled the whole room, like 
the odor of some rare old perfume. Its consis- 
tency was almost like oil, and it did not run from 
the bottle in drops, but in a stringy thread of 
amber-colored liquid Mke maple syrup. 

The company formed in St. Louis will use the 
air-lock system used in sinking through the 
quicksands for the foundations of the bank build- 
ing at Broadway and Pine street. By this system 
a large tube of boiler plate is sunk into the earth, 
the workinen within it excavating the soil as 
the tube sinks. At the bottom of the tube the 
quicksand is kept out by compressed air. With 
this apparatus it is thought the company can 
easily go down to the whisky and can raise it 
all to the surface. It is expected that clubs and 
connoisseurs and the best class of saloons every- 
where will want some of the liquor and that it 
will readily sell for $1000 a barrel. As there are 
three cargoes of it, a fortune would be realized 
if all of it shold be recovered. 


Long Record of Big Muddy Wrecks. 

The Missouri River has swallowed up enough 
steamboats in the last 70 years to form a large 
fieet. The rapacious and treacherous monster 
has demanded an average of four good boats a 
year to gratify its insatiable appetite. Accord- 
ing to the best-known record the total number 
of its prey during those 70 years has reached 
273. Hundreds of human lives, too, have fallen 
victims to the Jig Muddy. 


All these facts and many of the details are . 


set out in a pamphlet recent'y issued by Capt. 
H. M. Chittenden, secretary of the Missouri River 
Commission. Capt. Chittenden has given a list 
of steamboat wrecks since the beginning of 
steamboat navigation on the Missouri River to 
the close of last year, with the time, place, cause 
Oo. each disaster and a description of each boat. 
A list of wrecks was first obtained from Capt. 
Joseph La Barge, who is probably the oldest liv- 
ing pilot on the Ble Muddy, having spent 60 
years of his life on th. river, and Capt. E. H. 
McFarland of the snagboat Charles B. Suter. 
This list was matled,to all th» pilots on the Mis- 
souri who had been long in the river service. 
Ten replies were received, and from the facts 
thus gained and information acquired’ from old 
files of St. Louis papers, Capt. Chittenden finally 
prepared his report. Appended to the list are 
maps of the river, showing the exact location of 
each cata’trophe. 
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ITTSBURG, the gity with the famed thou- 
sand millionaires, is undergoing a violent 
change.

Pittsburg has the mcst remarkable history of 
any city in the world. Rome, Carthage, London, 
San Francisco—no city since the beginning of 
the world—has had such a remarkable history. 

There are more millionaires in Pittsburg than 
in any city of corresponding size in the world. 


| And what. is more remarkable, the wealth is*made 


there. From the ground, and from the great 
mills, the millions were produced. In that eity 
a laborer with a wheelbarrow became in a few 
years a money king, feared abroad. Pittsburg 
is often called the city of shirtsleeve millionaires. 

A good picture of Pittsburg is drawn by Her- 
bert N. Casson in a volume entitled ‘“‘The Ro- 
mance of Steel.” :

But the stone in the Great Pyramids 
weighs only seven million tons. Pittsburg in 
20 years could build 250 Groat Pyramids. A 
pyramid, not of stone, but of steel and coal and 
glass, is merely a four weeks’ job—nothing more. 

“Germany is now straining every muscle to 
capture the steel rail market; but if there were 
17 months in the German year, she would still 
lag behind Pittsburg. 

“Tf a new railway were to be built every year 
between San Francisco and New /York, and 
double-tracked for half of the way, the men of 
Pittsburg could supply every rail without work- 
ing an extra day.”

United States first as a steel manufacturing na- 
tion. Young Bessemer earned a living by en- 
graving labels for patent medicines. The boy 
was a natural mechanic; he invented a velvet 
machine, a sugar-making process, a glass polish- 
er, a method of stamping public documents and a 
way of refining pig iron. For all this he was 
knighted by the English Government. 


Greatest of all his inventions was his pig iron 
converter. Today there are a hundred Bessemer 
converters in the United States making iron into 
steel at the rate of eighteen billion pounds a 
year. 

Steel, or hardened iron, could scarcely before 
be made. The ore could not be raised to a high 
enough heat. And then the simple idea, “Use 
air for fuel’ flashed upon the French lad. It 
seemed absurd. Everybody said when you blow 
air against a hot iron it cools it; it was the same 
principle as blowing the coffee to gool it, they 
said. 

But Bessemer made some holes in the bottom 
of a melting pot, and blew oxygen through them 
into the ore. And strange as it seemed at the 
time, the heat of the ore was increased, and, 
what was more, it was purified. The puzzling 
question of converting crude pig iron into steel 
had been solved. Its solving meant an industrial 
change in the world, one of the most gigantic it 
has ever seen. 

The United States got the lead by first taking 
up the invention. At the same time there was a

‘New Method of Making Steel Crowding Out Process That Made 1000 Millionaires 


the name of William Kelley. : 

With but little fuel. using oxygen to increase 
the heat, the uses and price of pig iron increased | 
at an unheard-of rate. Pittsburg was a center 
in the production of pig iron, and as a result it 
became a leader in the output of steel. Pittsburg 
at once became a place of consequence; its man- 
ufacturing facilities increased until it became a 
competitor of New York, and then it surpassed 
that city, and was in a class by itself. It became 
a city of world consequence, and had to be reck- 
oned with in that light. 

The United States Steel Corporation, headed by 
Andrew Carnegie, which owed its existence sole- 
ly to Bessemer steel, came to be one of the most 
powerful corporations in the United States 

With hardly a single exception the steel kings 
oft Pittsburg today were barefoot boys yesterday. 
In this respect no other city is so genuinely re- 
publican, and so thoroughly American as Pitts- 
burg. Its motto is “From rags to riches.” It has 
been said that its name should be spelled— 
Pitt$burg. 

In 1816 the first bar of iron was rolled in Pitts- 
burg. That meant little at the time; it amounted 
to very little until years afterward. It was not 
until 1864 that the first bit of Bessemer steel 
was made. And then it was several years be- 
fore the process was ‘taken up in earnest. It is 
within the last twenty-five years that the sys- 
tem, that the process and the industry, has de- 
veloped and reached stch gigantic proportions. 


The new nrocess that is crowding out the Bes- 
semer converter is the “open-hearth process.” 

For years the Bessemer process was without 
a rival. it \vas thought perfect, and no effort 
was made to fit out any other converter. And 
then Sir William Siemens offered for the mar- 
ket the open-hearth furnace, 

It is not a very radical change from the 
Bessemer process. More pig can be dicarburized 
at one heating; gas and air are mixed in different 
proportion in the melting vat; the impurities 
are withdrawn in a different manner; a more re- 
fractory material is used as lining in the vessels, 
and that is all. 

Whether or not Pittsburg, with the open- 
hearth, will increase in manifold proportions is 
left to be seen.

_ According to this ancient document. of unques- 
- \tioned authority, there was a complete reorgani- 
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zation of the financial system of Egyp and it 
occurred at the very time that corresponds’ With 
the life of Joseph. From this papyrus it is 
plain that after a prolonged famine the Gov- 
ernment having sold its stored grain to the people 
for land and cattle and reduced many to the scate 
of slavery, the wealth of the Government in- 
creased enormously, the taxes being actually rent 
for the lands that had been signed over to 
Pha.aoh, and amounting to 20 per cent. 

The way in which this was done was very sim- 
ple, according to the Biblical record, now made 
plainer and confirmed by this latest Egyptian 
document.

This is by no means the first condrmation of 
‘he Biblical story of Joseph. The famous Dr. 
Henry Brugsth—Brugsch Pasha, as he afterwards 
became—one of the greatest Egyptologists who 
ever lived, discovered inscriptions that are sin- 
gularly corroborative, and published them in 
1877. According to Brugsch Pasha, Joseph was 
Viceroy under Apophis i: Apophis, or Aphosis;, the 
last of the Hyksos kings. The Hyksos (or “‘shep- 
herds’’) were a race of foreigner usurpers, proba- 
bly Arabs, who ruled Egypt for many hundred 
years and were overthrown by Aahmes. His de-

A DDRESSING his Sanday school class on Feb. 25, 1906, John D. Rockefeller Jr. spoke

Hebrews, and it was the Princess Meri, his 
daughter, who found Moses in the bullrushes. His 
son and successor, Meneptah, was the Pharaoh 
upon whom the plagues were visited and who was 
d-owned with his host while pursuing the fleeing 
Israelites across the Red Sea. 

Egyptian inscriptions relating to the period of 
Joseph are rare, for the reason that the Pharaohs 
who overthrew the Hyksos kings and restored the 
Rgyptian dynasty did their best to erase al] 
memory of the usurpers, defacing their monu- 
ments, chiseling their names and records even 
from their tombs; so it is only by accident that 
:ny chronicles of the days of Joseph are found. 

Brugsch Pasha found a memorial stone erected 
at the time of Rameses the Great, about 1350 B. 
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C., on which certain dates are carved, and from 
these he calculates that the Pharaoh of Joseph's 
day was reigning 400 years earlier, or approxi- 


mately 1730 B. C. 

But the most important inscription cited by 
Brugsch Pasha was found in one of the tombs at 
Kl-Kab, and its language and the style of its in- 
ternal decoration of the rock chambers make it 
certain that it was hewn at the very time of 
Joseph’s vice-royalty. The tomb is probably that 
of a certain Baba, or Babas, a Piince of the de- 
throned royal family of Egypt, who lived and 
worked under the native ruler Ra-Sekenen, or 


Taa III, at the same time as Joséph was working’ 


under the last of the Hyksos kings. This native 
ruler was a sort of viceroy, or sub-Pharaoh, in the 
South of Egypt, and it was his son or grandson 
who restored the ancient dynasty. This Baba, 


then, occupied at El-Kab, the Southern capital, 


a position similar to that occupied by Joseph at 
Thebes, the principal capital. The inscription in 
his tomb recounts his glories and achievements 


and closes with @ paragraph which Brugsch , 


Yasha translates as follows: 

“I collected the harvest, a friend of the har- 
vost god. I was watchful at the time of sowing. 
And now, when a famine arose, lasting many 
years, I issued out corn to the city at each fam- 
ine.” 

So it appears that Babe did for Southern Egypt 
just what Josep: was doing for Northern and 
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famine. Joseph could not be expected to do that. 
“But look you upon what liberal terms Joseph took the people’s land. He did not tate 


it away from them altogether. He allowed them to occupy the lands even after they had trad- 
ed them for his corn. They simply paid him rent and became tenants instead of landlords. 
Surely that was generous! We find that the people were thoroughly satisfied with the bar- 
gain, and nad nothing but praise for Joseph after the famine had passed. . 

2 “Was there any other alternative except to give away the corn to the people? Joseph 
gave the people the corn on their own terms. They did not then become slaves as we think of 
slaves. The situation then was that they were tenants of the land. The only difference was 
that the people not only paid the tax as they had paid it before the famine, but paid a rental 
of exactly the same amount, the lands being held by Pharaoh. They had sold their land to

PARIS, Nov. 8, 1907. 
‘MIRACLE that the old alchemists never 
contemplated in their wildest dreams has 
just been performed by Prof. Yves Delage 
He has artificially produced life. 

Prof. Delage has had photographed for the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch one of the sea-urchins which 
he obtained by artificial means, and he has also 
given a clear account of his experiments and the 
origin of the ideas which have germinated into 
this amazing result. 

Prof. Delage, who is director of the govern- 
mental biological station at Roscoff, on the coast 
of Finisterre, almost at the extreme northwest- 
ern corner 6f France, first announced his amaz- 
ing aéhievement in an address to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris. The words with which he star- 
tled the academicians were these: 

~~ have the pleasure of announcing that, after 
five years of effort, I have at last succeeded; I 

\ have obtained real sea-urchins, furnished with all 
“the characteristic organs—spines, pedicles, am- 
bulacra. I have actually four of them, of which 
three have climbed up the glass sides of the ves- 
‘sels in which they were developed, where they 
maintaining themselves easily by means of 
‘ambulacra, which proves that they have 
, Bnally abandoned the pelagic existence of the 
iZarvae. So it cannot be said that any essential 
- thing is lacking in these beings, for whom the in-

ideas, the great problems of right and wrong con- 
duct in human affairs. Yet the gray savant, as 
he rested his head on his hand and remained ab- 
sorbed in his thoughts for some moments, looked 
sad and disappointed. 

“We search everywhere,” he said, “but we are 
always baffled. Of the real nature of things we 
know nothing. We are lost in conjectures. It is 
enough to drive one mad.” 

He then took the Sunday Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent to his microscope, on the slide of which 
was an object small-but quite distinguishable to 
the naked eye, which under magnification had all 
the appearance of a sea-urchin. This was the 
preserved body of what had been one of the most 
extraordinary: denizens of earth—the first living 
creature produced by the art of man! 

Professor Delage explained the course of his ex- 
periments. The first idea on this line of discov- 
ery came from Prof. Loeb of the University of 
Chicago, who observed that if the heart of an ani- 
mal be placed in a solution of salt it continues to 
beat for many hours, although when plunged into 
sterilized water it very soon stops beating. It isa 
far cry from this to artificial fertilization, it is 
true, but these experiments suggested many pa- 
tient studies of the action of saline and. other 
solutions on animal tissues. 

They suggested to Prof. Loeb and to Prof. De- 
lage the idea of parthenogenesis, or reproduction 
without the union of the sexes, and toward this 
both men simultaneously directed their experi- 
ments. The result of Prof. Loeb’s researches was 
told four or five years ago. He succeeded, or said 
he had succeeded, in obtafMming the larvae of sea- 
urchins from eggs which he had fertilized arti- 
ficially. 

A larva is the first stage in the development of 
many of the lower animals—the tadpole might be 
called the larva of a frog or newt, as the grub is 
called the larva of the fly or beetle. These larvae 
of Prof. Loeb failed to progress beyond the most 
primitive stage and never developed into anything 
that resembled a real sea-urchin. Prof. Loeb came 
to the conclusion that any further progress was 
virtually impossible, but Prof. Delage, who had 
been experimenting along the same lines, noticed 
that among the artificially hatched larvae there 
were a few which showed a tendency to transform 
themselves into adults» He was sure that: ip was 
on the right track, and he has been pursuing his 


‘Investigations at Roscoff ever since the first an- 
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nouncement several years ago. 

At this laboratory he has the assistance of 
some intelligent and enthusiastic students, among 
whom is Mile. Desjardins-Beaumetz, daughter of 
the Minister of Fine Arts. The place is ideally 
equipped for such study. 


Sea-urchins are to be found on almost every 
coast. There are several species, but all have the 
same general characteristics. The sea-urchin looks 
like a hedgehog rollea up. It has a shell almost 
globular, but slightly flattened underneath, and 
this is covered with a mass of movable spines, 
some species having many thousands of fine, 
short, sharp spines, and others having only a 
few dozen, longer, thicker and round-ended. Some 
of the sea-urchins are about the size of a man’s 
fist; others are no bigger than a hazel nut. If 
they be observed under water it will be seen that 
among their spines is a mass of slender, 
gelatinous tentacles, each ending in a _ tiny 
sucker. These tentacles are drawn in or 
obtruded, and vary in length according to the 
use to which their owner is putting them. 


In the center of the under side is a mouth, 
armed with five sharp teeth, and closer observa- 
tion will reveal that the whole anatomy of. the 
creature is pentagonal, the spines being set in 
five bands, and the tentacles, or pedicles, arranged 
in five similar bands. The ambulacra of which 
Prof. Delage speaks are the five bands through 
which these feet-like appendages are protruded. 

The sea-urchins are relatively high in the ani- 
mal scale, higher than the worms and little be- 
low the insects; they are first cousins of the star- 
fish and sea-cucumbers. They have a nervous 
system, a well-developed alimentary canal, and an 
elaborate frame-work of bone to which the mus- 
cles that wor« their teeth are attached. 


Prof. Delage formed a theory, whieh he decided 
to put to a test, that the processes which take 
place in the development of an egg after fertiliza- 
tion are nothing but a series of coagulations and 
liquefactions of the colloidal substance of the egg. 
But to produce artificially this series of coagula- 
tions and liquefactions in the order required and 
at the appropriats times seemed to be beyond pos- 
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sibility of accomplishment. Further study, how- 
ever, convinced Prof. Delage that the first step 
was the essential. For millions of generations 
eggs have been passing through the necessary 
process, and so their constitution has become pre- 
pared and adapted to these conditions. 

The shock of the first step—or fertilization— 
acts like turning a key in a complex machine, 
which then proceeds in regular movements with- 
out external stimulation. Prof. Delage, therefore, 
in order to obtain the first step, plunged the eggs 
into sea water, to which he added an acid to pro- 
duce coagulation and a base to produce solution. 
Years of experimentation gave no very promising 
results, although he felt that he was getting to 
understand better the nature of the problem. 
Some months ago the professor used tannic acid 
for the purposes both of. coagulation and lique- 
faction. This was extraordinarily successful, for, 
while during five years at his laboratory at Ros- 
coff he had obtained only a few sea-urchins, yet 5, 
since the month of June ee has produced thous-

ity of the artificially produced sea-urchins, for 
Prof. Delage found it even more difficult to rear 
those produced in the usual way. In the sea, near 
every shore, hundreds of millions of such eggs aren 
hatched, but the number of sea-urchins is relative- 
ly very small. Of the four reared to the fully form- 
ed or adult stage one died, and it was this one that 
Prof. Delage photographed and studied in detail. 
One peculiarity of this dead sea-urchin is that, 
whereas all other sea-urchins are built on pentag- 
onal or five-sided principles, this is built ou hea- 
agonal or six-sided lines. In this respect it is 
unique. 

In reference to objections that might be made 
that these eggs were really fertilized naturally, 
P:of. Delage described the minute precautions 
taken to avoid such an event, and also the details 
of the physiological process by which it could be 
determined that such natural fertilization was out 
of the question. 

When Prof. Delage’s art had triumphed over Na- 
ture, and his four artificially hatched sea-urchins 
were actually crawling about the sides of the 
aquarium, there was a shock in store for the ih- 
defatigable investigator. When he came to ex- 
amine the precious babies under a magnifying 
glass they looked perfect; there were their 
mouths, armed with the five-pointed teeth that are 
familiar to every hunter of the sea-shore; but 
the sea-urchins had no appetite; never was he 
able to detect them in the act of eating anything. 
They pushed their sucker-like legs and feet out 
through the tiny hole in their ambulacral plates: 
they moved their spine in the orthodox way, and 
by combining these motions they crawled up and 
down. the glass walls of their home—but they 
never ate! Behind those teeth there should have 
been a stomach and a wavy intestine, but these 
juvenile sea-urchins made no use of these organs. 
Prof. Delage was reluctantly forced to the con- 
elusion that his pets had no digestive organs at 
all. 

So the victory of art over Nature was rather a 
hollow triumph after all. 

But Prof. Delage has not despaired. The remain- 
ing three of his interesting little flock are still 
alive and “doing as well as can be expected under 
the circumstances.” He is continuing his experi- 
ments, confident that he is on the right track and 
that he will soon discover why artificial sea- 
urchins have no stomachs and how to rectify the 
defect. 

This accomplished, the whole scientific world 
will wait with bated breath to learn wheather the 
artificial sea-urchins can reproduce their kind by 
the ordinary method. 

In the meantime Prof. Delage is laughing over & 
letter he has received from a club of women in 
Russia, who write enthusiastically, urging him to 
persevere in the good work, which they say fore- 
shadows the eventual emancipation of woman 
from the tyranny of man! 
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
